thofe vnder his Majeftie, that wee owe it 
vnto: whofe noble endeuours in thefe their 
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actions theGod of heauen and earth mul- 
tiply to his glory and their owne eternall 
comforts.

meane time, thefe relations comming to my hand 
from my both known ex fatthful friends,on whofe 
writings Ido much rely,I thought it not a miffe to 
make them more generall, hoping of acheerefull 
proceeding, both of Aduenturers and planters,ine 
treating that the example of the hon: Virginia 
and Bermudas Companies, incountering with fo 
many diftafters, and that for diuers yeares toges 
ther, with an.vnwearied refolution, the good ef: 
fects whereof are now eminent, may preuaile as a 
Spurre of preparation alfo touching this no leffe 
hopefull Country though yet an infant, the extent 
er comodities whereof are as yet not fully known, 
after time wil vnfould more: fuch as defire tu take 
knowledge of things, mayin forme themfelues by

*« 
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baue borne my part with you in chis firh brunt, 
were! not by ftrong neceflitie held backe for the 
prefent. Make account of me inthe meane while, 
as of a man detiided in my felfe with great paine, 
andas (naturall bonds (et afide ) hauing my better 
part with you. And though | doubt not but in 
your godly wifedomes you both forefee and re- 
folue vpon that which concerneth your prefent 
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ftate and condition both feuerally and ioyntly, yet 
haue I chought but my dutie to addefome furthet 
{purre of provocation vnto them whorun already, 
if not becaufe youneed it, yet becaufe I owe it in 
loucand dutie. 

And firft,as we are daily to renew out-repentance 
with our God, {peciall for our finnes knowne, and 
generall for our vnknowne trefpiffes s fo doth the 
Lord callvs in a-fingular manet-vpon occaftons of 
fuch difficultic and danger as lieth vpon_you,. to-a. 
both more narrow fearch and carefull reformation 
of our wayes in his fight, left he’calling to remem-- 
brance our finnes forgotten by vs or vnrepented of, 
take aduantage againft vs , and in iudgement leaue 
vs forthe fame to be {wallowed vp in one danger 
or other; whereas on the contrary, fin being taken 
away. by earneft repentance and the pardon thereof 
from theLord, fealed vp-vnto a mans confcience 
by his Spirit, great shail be his fecuritie and peace 
in alldangers, {weete-his comforts in all diftreffes, 
with happic deliverance from all.euill,whether in 
life or in death. 

Now next after this heauenly peace with God 
and our owne conf{ciences, we are carefully to pro- 
uide for peace with all men what in vslieth, efpeci+ 
ally with our aflociates, and for that end: watchful. 
nes muft be had,that we neither at all in our felues 
do giue, no nor eafily take offence being giuen by 
others. .Woe be vnto the world for oftences, for 
though it be neceffary (confideting the malice of 
Satan. and mans corruption) that offences come, 
yet woe vnto. the man or woman either cic 
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che offence cometh, (aich Chrift, Math.13.7 And 
if offences:in the vnieafonable vie of things.in them 
{clues indifferent, be more tobe feared then-death 
itfelfe, asthe Apoftle teacheth,1.Cor.9.15. how 
much morein things fimply euill, in which neither 
honour of God nor loue of man is thought worthy 
to beregarded. 

Neither yet isit {ufficient that we keep.our felueg 
by the grace of God from giuing offence, except 
withall we be-atmed againft the taking of them 
when they are giuen by others. For how vnperfect 
andlame is the worke.of grace in thatperfon,who 
wants charitie to. coucra multitude of offences, as 
the Scriptures {peake. Neither are you to be exhor- 
ted to this grace onely vponthe common grounds 
of Chriftianitie, which are,. that perfons ready to 
take offence,either want charitie to couer offences, 
or wifedome duly to weigh humane fraileie;or laftly 
are groffe,though clofe hypocrites, .asChrift our 
Lord teacheth, Math.7.1,2,3. asindeed in mine 
owne experience, few or none haue.beene found 
which fooner giue offence, then fuch aseafily take 
it; neither hauethey. ever proued found and profi- 
table members in focieties, which. haue nourifhed 
in themfelues that touchey humour. But ktefides 
thefe, there.are diuers {petiall motives prouoking 
you aboue others to great care and confcience this 
way: As firft,you are many of you ftrangers, as to 
the perfons, fo to. the infirmities one of another, 
and fo ftand in neede of more watchfulneffe this 
way, left when fuch things fa!l out in men and wo- 
men as youfufpected.not, you be inordinately af- 
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fe&ed-with them; which doth require at your 
hands much wifedome and charitie for the co- 
ucring and preventing of incident offences that. 
way. And faftly your intended courfe of ciuill com- 
munitie wil minifter continuall occafion of offence, 
and will be as fuell for that fire, except you dili- 
gently quench it wich brotherly forbearance. And 
if taking of offence cauflefly or cafily at mens do- 
ings be fo carefully to be auoided , how much 
more heed is to be taken that we take not offence 
at God himfe!fe, which yet we certainly do fo oft 
as we do murmure at bis prouidence in our croffes, 
or beare impatiently {uch afflictions as wherewith 
he pieafeth to vifie vs. Store we vp therefore pa- 
tience againft the euill day, without which we 
take offence at the Lord himfelfe in hisholy and 
iuft works. 

A fourth thing there is carefully tobe prouided 
for, to wit, chat with your common emp:oiments 
you ioyne common affections truly bent vpon the 
generall good, auoiding as a deadly plague of your 
both common and {peciall comtort all retiredneffe 
of minde for proper aduantage , and all fingularly 
affected any maner of way; let every man repreffe 
in himfelfe and the whole bodie in each perfon, as 
{fo many rebels againft the'common good, all pri- 
uate refpects of mens felues, not forting with the 
gencrall conueniencie. And as men are carefull 
not to hauea new houfe fhaken with any violence 
before it be well fettled and the parts firmly knit: 
fo be you,I befeech you brethren, much more care- 
full, thatthe hcufe of God which you are and are 
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to-be, be not fhaken with vnneceffary novelties ot 
other oppofitions at the firlt feteling thereof. 

-Laftiy, whereas you are to become a body politik, 
viing amongft your felues ciuill goucrament, and 
are not furnifhed with any perfons of {peciallemi- 
mencie aboug the reft,co be chofen by you inta of. 
fice of gouernment: Let your witedome and godli- 
neffe appeate,notonely in chufing fuch perfons as 
do entirely loue,Jand will diligently promote the 
common good, buralfo in yeelding vato them all 
due honour and obedience in their lawfull admi.. 
niftrarioris;not beholding in them the ordinarineffe 
of cheir perfons,but Gods ordinance foryour g00d; 
nor being like vnto the foolifh multitude; who 
more honour the gay coate, then either the-vertu- 
us mind nf the man, or glorious ordinance of the 
Lord. But you know better things, ,and that the i- 
mage of the Lords power and authoritie which the 
Mapifttate beareth,ts honorable,in how meane per- 
fonsfoeuer. And this dutie you both may the more 
willingly,and ought the more con{cionably to per- 
forme, becaufe you are at leaft for the prefent to 
haue. onely them for your ordinary gouernours, 
which -your felues fhall. make choife of for that 
worke.: 

Sundrie other things of importance I could put 
you in mind of, and of thofe before mentioned in 
more wotds, but I will notfo far wrong your godly 
minds, asto thinke you heedleffz of thefe things, 
there being alfo diuers among you fo well able to 
admonifh both themfelues and others of what con- 
cetneth them. Thefe few things therefore, = 
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the fame in few words I do earneftly commend vn: 
toyour.care andconfcience, ioyning therewith my 
daily inceflant prayers vnto the Lord, that he who 
hath madethe heauens and the earth, the fea and 
all riuers @f waters, and whofe prouidence is ouer 
all his workes, efpecially ouer all his deare children 
for good, would fo guide-and guard you in your 
wayes, as inwardly by bis Spirit, {e outwardly by 
the hand of his power, asthatboth you and we al- 
fo, for.and with you,may haue after matter of prai- 
fing his Name allthedaysof your. and our. Imes. 
Fare you.well inhim in whonma you truft, and én

ninth of NowerSer following, 

by breake of the day weefpied land which we deemed to 
be Cape Cod, and{o afterward it proued. And the appea- 
rance of it much comforted vs, e[pecially, feeing fo good~ 
ly a Land, and woodded tothe brinke of the fea, it caufed 
vs toreioyce together, and praife God that had given vs 
once againe to a land, And thus wee made our courfe 
South South Welt, parpofing to goc toa Riuer ten leagues 
CO 
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to the South of the Cape,but at night the winde being con- 
trary, we putround againe for the Bay of (ape Coed : and 
vpon the 11. of Nowember, we came to an anchor in the 
Bay, which is a good harbour and pleafant Bay, circled 
round, except inthe entrance, which is about foure miles 
ouer from land to land, compaifed about to the very Sea 
with Okes, Pines, Iuniper,Satfafras,and other fweet wood; 
it is aharbour wherein 1000. faile of Ships may fafely ride, 
there werelieued our felues with wood and water, and re- 
frefhed our people,while our hhallop was fitted to coaftthe 
Bay;to fearch for an habitation: there was the greateft ftore 
of fowle that ever we faw. . 

And cuery day we {aw Whales playing bard by vs, of 
which in that place,if we had inftruments & meanes to take 
them, we might baue made a very rich returne, which to 
our great gricfe wewanted, Our mafter and his mate, and 
others experienced in fifhing, profelfed, we might have 
made three or foure thoufand pounds werth of Oyle; they 
preferred it beforeGreenland Whale-fifhing,& purpofe the 
next winter to fith for Whale here ; for Cod we aflayed, but 
found none,thereisgood ftore no doubt in their feafon. 
Neither got we any filh all che time we lay there, but fome 
few little ones onthe fhore. We found great Mofsles, and 
very facand full of Sea pearle, but we could not eat them, 
for they made vs all (ickethat did eat, as well faylers as paf- 
fengers ;chey caufed tocalt and fcoure, butthey were foone 
wellagaine. The bay is fo round & circling, that before we 
could cometo anchor, we went round allthe points of the 
Compaitfe. Wecould not come neecre the fhore by three 
quarters of an Englith mile, becaufe of thallow water, 
which wasa great preiudice to vs, for our people going on 
fhore were forced to wadea bow fhoot or two in going a- 
Jand,which caufed many to get colds and coughs, for it was 
many times freezing cold weather, 

This day before we came to harbour, obferuing fome not 
well affeéted to vnitieand concord, but gave fome appea- 
rance of faction, it was thought good there thould be an af- 
fociation and agreement; that we fhould combine together

in onébody, andto fubmit to fuch government and gover- 
nours, as we fhould by common confent agree to makeand 
chofe, and fet our hands to this thac followes word for 


word, 


| pace name of God, Amen. We whofe names are yvnder- 
written the loyall Subiects of our dread foveraigne Lord 
King J a mes,by the grace of God of Great Britaine, France, 
and /reland King, Defender of thé Faith, &c. 

Having vnder-taken for the glory ef. God, and advance~ 
ment of the Chriftian Faizh, and honour of our King and 
Countrey, a Voyage to plant the firft Colony in the Nor- 
therne parts of Vix GiN1 A, doeby thefe prefents folemnly 
& mutually.in the prefence of Ged and one of another,cove- 
nant,and combine our felues together into acivillbody po- 
litike, for our better ordering and prefervation,and furthee 
rance of the ends aforefaid ; and by vertue hereof tocn- 
att, conftitute, and frame fuch iutt and equsll Lawes, Ordi- 
nances, acts, conftitutions offices framtimeto time,as fhall 
be thought moft meet and convenient fer the generall good 
of the Colony: vnto-whiéh we promife all due fubmiffion 
and obedience. In witnelfe whereof: we haue here vnder 
fubfcribedour names. (ape (od 11. of Nevemsber,in they eare 
of che raigneof our foveraigneLord King] ame s, of Exg- 
land, France, and Ireland 18. and of Scatland 54. Arno Dow 
mino 16.20, 

_ Thefame day fo foone as we could we fecg-fhore 15. or 
36. men, well armed, with fometo fetch wood, for we had 
none left ; as alfo to {ee what the Land was, and what Inha- 
bitants they could meet with,they found it to bea final! neck 
of Land; on thisfide where we lay isthe Bay,and the further 

fide the Sea s the ground or earth, {and hils, much like the 
Downes in Holland, but much better.; the cruft of the eartha 
Spits depth, excellent blacke earth ; all wooded with Okes, 
Pines, Satfafras, luniper, Birch, Holly, Vines,fome Ath, Wal- 
nut ; the wood forthe moft part open and withour vnder- 
wood, fis either to goc or ridein : at night our people retur- 
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ned, bute found not any perfon, nor habieation, and laded 
their Boat with luniper, which {melled very {weet & ftrong, 
ch of which we burnt the moft part of the time we lay 
there. 

Munday the 13. of November, we vnfhipped our Shallep 
and drew her on land to mendand repaire her, having Bin 
forced to cut her downe in beftowing her betwixt the 
decks; and fhe was muchopencd with the peofles lying in 
her, which kept vsJong there, for it was 1 ¢.or 17 .dayes be- 
fore che Carpenter had finifhed her ; our people went on 
fhore co refreth themielues, and our women to wahh,as they 
had great necd ; but whileft we lay thus {till, hoping our 
Shaliop would be ready in fiue or {:xe dayes atthe fur:helts 
but our Cargenter mace flow worke of 1t, fo that forme of 
our people impatient of delay; defired for our better furthe- 
rance to travaileby Land into the Countrey, which was noe 
without appearance of danger, not kavirig the Shallop with 
theni, nor meanes to carry provifion, but on their backes, te- 
fee whether it mighe be fit for vsto feare in or-nojand thera- 
ther becaufe as we fayledinto the Harbour,there feemed to 
bea river opening it felfe into the maine land;the willingnes 
of the perfous was liked, buechething it felfe, in regard of 
the danger was rather permitred chen approved,sad.to with 
cautions, directions, and inftrudctions, fixteehe men were 
{et out with every man his Musket,Sword,and Corflet, vne 
der the conduct of Capraine Niles Stardifa,vato whom was 
adioyned for ceunfell andadvife, Wsllians Bradford, Stepken 
Hopkins and Edvard Tiley. 

Wednefday the 15. of November, they were fet-a fhore, 
and when they had ordered theapfelues in the order ofa fin- 
gle File,and marched-aboutthe {pace of a myle, by the Sea 
they efpyed fue or fixe people, witha Dogge,comming to- 
wards them, who were Savages, who when they faw them 
ran into the Wood and whilled the Dogge after them, &c. 
Firft, chey fapnofed them to be mafter Joxcs, the Mafterand 
fomeofhismen, for they were a-fhore, and knew of their 
comming.but after they knew them to be/adans they 2 
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ched after them into the Woods, leaft other of the Jiaéaue. 
fhouldlicin Ambufh ;-but when the Inds ns law ovr men fol- 
lowing them,they ran away with might and mayne, and cur 
men turned out of the Wood after them, fer it was the way 
they intended io goe, but they could not come nezre them. 
They followed them that night abcut ten miles by tLe irace 
cf the:r footings, and faw how they hedcemerhe lame way. 
they went, and ata turning percaved how they run vp an 
hill, co fee whether they followed them. Ac length nighe 
caine vpon them, and they were conllrained to take vptheir 
lodging, fo they fet forth three Sentinedls,and the reft,fome 
kindled:a fre, and others tetched wood, and there held our 
Randevous that night. In che morning fo foone as we could 
{ee the trace, we proceeded on ouriourney,& had the tracke 
vncili we had compatled the head of along creake, and there 
they tooke into another wood, and we after them, fuppofing 
ta finde fome of their dwellings, but we matched thorow 
boughes and bufhes, and vnder hillsand vallies, whicheore 
our very Armour in peeces, and yet could mecte. with none 
of chem, nor their houses, nor finde any frefh water, which 
we greatly defired, and ftood in need off, for we broughe 
neither Beere nor Water with vs, and our victuals was one- 
ly Bisket and Holland cheefe, and a liccle Bottle of aquavite, 
{o as we were fore a thirft. About ten aclocke we came into 
a deepe Valley, fullofbrufh, wood-gaile, and long graife, 
through which we found little paths or tracts, andthere we 
{aw a Deere, and found {prings of frefh water, of which we 
were heartily glad, and {at vs downe and drunke our firft 
New- Englund water with asmuch delight as cuer we cranke 
drinke in all our lives. When we had refrefhed our {elues, 
we directed our courfe full South,that we might come tothe 
fhore, which within afhore while after we did, andthere 
made a fire, that they in the thip might fee where wee were 
(as we had direction) and fo marcked on towards this fup- 
pofed River ; andas we went inanother valley, we found 
a fine cleere Pond of freth water, being about a Musket fhot 
broad,and twife as long ; there grewalfo many {mall = 
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‘andoule and Deere haunted there ; there grew much Safa- 
fras: trom thence we went on & found much plaine ground, - 
about fiftie Actes, fitforthe Plow,and foe fignes wherethe 
Indians had formerly planced their corne ;atter this, fome 
thought ic beit for nearenetleof the river to goe downe and 
travaife on theSeafands, by which meanes{ome of our men 
were tyred, and lagged behind, fo we ftayed and gathered 
them vp,and {truck into the Land againe ; where we founda 
lictle path to certaine heapes of fand, one whereof was.cove- 
red with old Matts, and had a woodden thing likea morter 
whelined on thetop of it, andanearthen pot layd in alittle 
hole attheend thereof; we mufing what it might be,digged 
& found a Bow, and,as wechought, Arrowes,but they were 
rotten ; We fiippofed there were many other things, but 
becaufe we deemed them graues, we putin the Bow againe 
and made it vp as it was,and left che reft vntouched,becavfe 
we thought ie would be odious vnto them to ranfacke their 
Sepulthers. We went on further and found new {tubble,ef 
which they had gotten Corne this yeare,and many Wallnut 
trees full of Nuts, and great {lore of Strawberries, and fome 
Vines ; pafling thus a held or two, which were not great, we 
came to another, which had alfo bin new gotten, and there 
we found where an houfe had beene, and foure or fue old 
Plankes layed together ; alio we found a great Ketle, which 
had beene fome Ships kecle and brought out ef Ewropes there 
was alfoan heapeof {and, made like the former, bur ic was 
newly done, we mighe fee how they had padled ic wich their 
hands. which we digged vp, end in it we founda litele old 
Basket fullof faire Jndien Corne,and digged furcher & fouhd 
a fine great new Basket full of very fairecorne of this yeare, 
with fome 36.gcodly eares of corne,fome ycllow,and fore 
red,and others mixe withblew, which was 4 very goodly 
fight :the Basket was round, and narrow at the top, it held 
about three or foure Bufhels,which was4as much astwo of vs 
could lift vp fromthe ground, and was very handfomel 

and canningly made ; But whil{t wee were bufie aheueebele 
things, we fet our men Sentinell in around ring,all but two 
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or three which digged vp the corne. We were in fufpence, 
whgt ta doe withit, andthe Ketle, and at length afer much 
confultation, we concluded totake the Ketle, and as much 
of the Corne as we could carry away withvs ; and when our 
Shallop aame, if we could find any ofthe people, and come 
to parley with chem, we would give them the Ketleagaine, 
and fatisfie chem for thei: Corne, fo wee tooke all che earcs 
and put a good deale of the loofe Corne in tlie Ketlefor two 


men to bring away on aftaffe ,belides, they that could put. 


any into their Pockets filled che fame sthereft wee buried a- 
gaine,for we were {o laden with Armoer that-we could car- 
ry nomore. Not f@rre from this place we foundthe remaine 
der of an old Fort,or Palizado, which as we conceived had 
beene made by fome Chriltians, this was alfo hard by thae 
place which we thought had beene a river, vnto which wee 
went and found it fotobe, deviding ic felfeinto two armes 
by an high banke, ftanding right by the cut or mouth which 
cathe from the Sea,that which was next vnto vs was the leffe, 
the other arme was more then twife as big,and not vnliketo 
dean harbour for fhips ; but whether it be a freth river, or 
onely an indraught of the Sea, we had notime to difcover 5 
for wee had Commandementto be out but two dayes, Here 
alfo we flaw two Canoas, theone on the one fide, the other 
on theother fide, wee could not beleeue it was aCanoa, till. 
wecame nearc it, fo we returned leauing the further difco- 
very hereofto our Shallop,and came that night backe againe 
to the fresh water pond, and there we made our Randevous 
that night, making a great Gre, anda Baricado to windward 
of vs, and kept good watch with three Sentinellsall nighe, 
every one ftanding when histurne came, while fiue or fixe 
inches of Match was burning. It proved avery rainie night. 
Inthe morning we tooke our Ketle andfunke it in the pond, 
and trimmed our Muskets, for few of them would goe off 
becaufe of the wett,and fo coafted the wood againcto come 
home, in which we were fhrewdly puf-led,and loft our way, 
as we wardred-we came to a tree, where a yong Spritt was: 
bowed downe over.a bow, and fome Acornes frewed vn- 
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der neath ; Stephen Hopkins {ayd, it had beeneto catchfome 
Deere, fo,as we were looking at it, Waltam Bradford being in 
the Reare,when ke came looked alfovpon:it, and ashe went. 
about, it gaue a fodaine jerk vp, and he was immediately 
caughc by cheleg ; It was avery pretie devife, made witha 
Ropeof their owne inaking,and having a noofe as artifici« 
ally made,as any Roper in €g/and can make, and as like ours 
‘as can be, which we brought away with vs. Intheend wee 
got out of the Wood, and were fallen about a myletoo high 
aboue the creake, where we {aw three Bucks, but we had.ra- 
ther hauehad oneofthem. Wee alfo did {pring three couple 
of Parcridges ; and a8 we camealong by che ercake, wee faw 
reat flockes.of wild Geeleand Duckes, but they were very 
fearefull of vs. So we marched fome while in the Woods, 
fome while on the fands,and other while in the water vp to 
the knees,till aclength we came neare the Ship,and then we 
fhot off our Peeces,and the long Boat cameto fetch vs ; ma- 
{ter Jones,and matter Carver being onthe fhore, with many 
of our people, cameto meete vs, And thus wee came both 
weary and well-come home,and deliuered in our Corne in 
to the ftore, to be kept fur feed, for wee knew not how to 
coine by any, and therefore were very glad, purpofing fo 
foone as wecould meete with any of the Inhabiranrs of that 
place, tomake them large fatisfaction. This was our firlt 
Difcovery, « hilft our Shallop was in repaiting ; our people 
did make things as ficting as they could,and time would, in 
fecking out wood, and heluing of Tooles, and fawing of 
Tymber to build a new Shallop, but the difcommodiov{nes 
of the harbovr did much hinder vs.for we could neither gee 
to, nor come trom the fhore, butat high water, which was 
much to our hinderance and hurt,for oftentimes they waded 
to the midle of che thigh, and oft to the knees, to gce and 
come from land ; {ome did it necetfarily,and feme for their 
owne pleafure, but it brought to the moft, if not to all, 
coughes and colds, the weather prouing fodainly cold and 
ftormie, which afterward turned tothe fevrvey, whereofma- 
ny dyed. 
When 
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When our Shallop was ficindeed, before fhe wasfully fit- 
ted, for there was two dayes worke after beltowed on her 
there was appointed fome 24 men of our owne, and armed, 
then to goeand makea more full difcovery of the rivers bes 
fyure mentioned. Matter Jones was defirous to goe with vs, 
andtooke {uch of his faylers as he thought vfefull for vs, foas 
we were in all about 3.4. men s-wee made malter foxes our 
Leader, for we thougit it belt herein to gratifie his kindnes 
and forwardnes. When we were {et forth, it proved rough 
weather and crotle windes, fo as we were conitrained, fome 
in the Shallop, and others in the long Boate, to row to the 
neereft fhore the wind would fuffer them to goe vnto, and 
then to wade out aboue the knees ; che wind was {fo {trong 
as the Shal!op could not keepe the water, but was forced to 
harbour there chat night but we marched fixe or feaven miles 
furcher,and appointed the Shallop to come to. vs ‘as foone 
asthey could. It blowed and did {now all chat day & night, 
and frofe withall; fome of our people thac are dead tooke the 
originall of their death here. The next day about 11.aclocke 
our Shallop came to vs, and wee fhipped our felnes, and the 
wind being good, we fayled tothe river weformetly difcos 
vered, which we named, Co/d Harbowr, to which when wee 
came we found it not Navigable for Ships, yet we thought it 
might bea good harbour for Boats,-for it flowes there 12. 
foate athigh water. We landed our rien becweene the two 
creckes,and marched {ome toure or fiue myles by the greater 
of them, and the Shallop followed.vs ; at length night grew 
on, and our men were tired with marching vp and downe 
the fteepe hills,and deepe vallies,which lay halfea foot thicke 
with {now : Matter Jones wearied with marching, was defi- 
rous wefhould take vp our lodging,though fome of vswould 
haue marched further; {0 we made there our Randevous for 
that night,vnder afew Pinctrees, and as it fell out, wee got 
three fat Geefe, and fix Ducks to our Supper, which we eate 
with Souldiers ftomacks, for we had eaten littleall that day ; 
‘our refolution was next morning to goe vp to the head of 
this river, for we Luppofedit — proue fresh water,but Hi 
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the morhing our refolution held not, becaufe many. liked 
nocthe hiliinetle of the foyle, and badneife of the harbour, 
{o we turned cowards the other creeke, that wee might goe 

over and looke for the reft of the Corne that wé leit behind 

when we were here before; when we cameto thecrecke, we 
favy the,Canow lie on the dry ground, and a flocke ot Geefe 

in the river, at which one madea fhot,and killed a coupleof 
them, and we lanched the Canow & fetchethem,and when. 
we had done, fhe carryed vs over by feaven or eight at once. 

This done, we marched to the place where we had the corne 
formerly, which place we called Corne-Myll ; and digged.and 
found the re(t,of which we were.very glad : we alio digged 
ina piacea li:tle further off, and found a Botle-of oyle ; wee 
wentto another place, whichwe had {eene before, and dig- 
ged, and found more corne, viz. twoor three Baskets full 
of [nasan,W heat, and a bag of Beanes, witha good many of- 
faire Wheat-eages; whillt {ome of vs were digging vpthis, 
ome others faund another heape of Corne,which they dig- 

ged vpalfo, fo as wehad in all about ten Bufhels, which will 
{erue vs fufhiciently for feed. And {ure it was Gags good 
providence that we found this Corne, for els wee know nog 
how we fhould haue done, for we knew not how we-fhould 
find, or mecte with any of the Indians, except it be codoevs 

a mifchiefe. Alfo wehad neuer in all likelihood {eenea graine 
of it if we had not madeour firft Iourney ; for the ground 
was now covered with {now, and {fo hard frofen, that we 

were faine with our Curtlaxes and fhort Swords, to hew 

and carue the ground afoot deepe, andthen wreltic vp with 

leavers, for we had forgotto bring other Tooles 5 whilft we 
werein this imployment, foule weather being towards, Ma- 

Rter Jones was earnelt to goe abourd, but iundry of vsdefited 
to make further difcovery, and ta find out the Zdians habi- 
tations, fo we fent home with him our weakeft people, and 
fome that were ficke, and all the Corne, and 18. of vs flayed 
ftill,and lodged therethat night, anddefired that the Shal- 
lop might returneto vs next day, and bring vs fome Mat- 
rocks and Spades with chem. 


The 
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Thenext morning we followed certaine beater pathes 


and cractsof che Indians. iato-the Woods, fuppofing they, 


would:haue ed vs inte fpme Towne, or houfes; after wee 
hadgone a hile; we light; span a very broad beaten.path, 
wellnightwo foare- broad ehen-welighted all our Matcheg, 
and:prepared our .felues, concluding wee, were neare their 
dwellings, but in-the end we found it tobe onely apath made 
to driue Decrein, when the Jadians hunt,.as wee Luppofed ; 
when we had marched fiue or {ix myles into che. Woods and 
could find nofignes.of any people, we returned-againeanos 
ther way,and as we cameinto she plaine ground,wee found 
a place like agraue, but it was. mych bigger and longer then 
any we hadyet{cene. lewas alfocovered with boords, fo as 
we mufed whatit fhould.be, and refolved.to-digge it wp, 
where we found, firft a. Matt,.and vader thata fayre Bow, 
and there another Matt, and vader that a boerd aboutthree 
quarters long, finely carued and paynted, withthree tynesy 
or broches on the top, like a Crowne ; alfo betweene the 
Matts we found Boules, T rayesjDithes, and fuch dike Trin- 
kets3at length we came to.a-faire new,Matt,and vnder that 
two Bundles, the one bigger, the other leife,we opened the 
preater and found in ita great quantitie of fine and perfect 
red Powder, and in itthe bones and skull of: man. The 


skull had fine yellow huire ftillonie, and fome of the feth 


yncon{umed there wasbound vp with it a knife, a pack- 

“needle, andtwo or three old iron things. It was-bound v 
in-a Saylers canvas Cafacke,and apayre.of cloth-breechies ; 
‘the red Powder was a kind of Embaulment, and yeeldeda 
dtrong, but no offenfiue{mell ; It was as fine as any flower. 
We opened the letfe bundle likewife,and found of the fame 
Powder in it,and the bones and head ofa little childe,about 
‘theleggs, and other parts of it was bound {trings,and brace- 
tets of fine-white Beads ; there was alfo by it_a little. Bow, a- 
pou cliree quarters long. and fome other odd knackes ; we 
brought fundry of the pretielt things away with vs, and:co- 
-vered the Corpsvpagaine. After this, we diggedin findry 
like’places, but found no more Corne,nor any things els byt 
: D2 graves: 
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graues: F here was varictie of opinions amongtt vsabontthe 
embalmed perfon ; fome thought it was an /ndias Lordand 
King : others fayd, the /ndians haue all blacke hayre, and. 
never any was iecneé with browne or yellow hayre's fome 
thought, it was.a Chriftian of fome fpéciall note, which had 
dyed amongft them, aad they thus buried him-to honour 
him ; others chought, they had killed him, and did ie in cri- 
uniph over him. Whilelt we were thusranging and fearch- 
ing; two of the Saylers, which were newly. come on the 
fhore; by.chance efpied two houfes, which had beene lately 
dwelt in, but the pcople were gone. They having their pees 
ces, and hearing 00 body entred the houfes, and sooke out. 
fome things,and du: ft not fay but-came againe.and told Vs 
fo fome feavefi or.cight of vs went with them, ‘and found 
how we had gone within a flight flit of them before. The 
houfes were made with long yong Sapling trees, bended 
and both ends ftucke into the ground ; they were made 
round, like ynro. an Arbour,-and covered downe to the 
ground withthicke and well wrought matts, and the doore 
wasnotover a yard high, made ota matt toopen ; thechim- 
ney was a wide open hole inthe top, for which they hada 
matt to cover it clofc when they pleafed ; one might ftand 
and goe vpright in them, in the mid{t of them were foure 
little crunches knockt into the ground, and {mall {tickes laid 
over,on which they hung their Pots, and what they had to 
feeth 5 round about the fire they lay on matcs,whicharetheir 
beds. The houfes were double matted for as they were mate 
ted without, fo were they within, with newer & tairer mates; 
In the houfes we found wooden Boules, Trayes & Difhes, 
Earthen Pots, Hand baskets made of Crab fhells, wrought 
together ; alfo an Englifh Paileor Bucket, it wanted a bayle, 
burst had cwo Tron cares: there wasalfo Baskets of fundry” 
forts, bigger and fome letfer, finerand fome courfer : fome 
were curioufly wroughe with blacke and white in pretie 
workes, and fundry other of their houfhold fuffe:we sae 
alfo two or three Deeres heads,one whereof had bin newly 
killed, for it was ftillfrefh ; there was allo a comparry of 
Deeres

Deeres feete, ftuck vp in the heufes, Harts hornes,and Eagles 
clawes, andfundsy {uch like things there was: alfo two or 
three Baskets full of parched Acornes, pecces of fifh, anda 
peece of a broyled Hering.We found allo a lictlefilke gratle, 
andalittle T obacco feed, with fome other feeds which wee 
knew not ; without was {undry bundles.of Flags, and Sedge, 
Bull ruthes, and other {tuffe t6 make matts 5 there was thrutt 
into an hollow tree, two-er three peeces of Venifon,but we 


thought ic fitter for the Dogs then for vs; fome of the bef. 


things we tooke away with vs, and left the houfes {tanding 
ftillas chey were, foit growing towards night, andthe tyde. 
almoft {pent, we haited wich our things downe tothe Shal- 


lop, and got abourd that night, intending to haue brovghe. 


fome Beades, and other things to haue left in the houfes, in 
figne of Peaceyand that we meant to truk with them, butie 
was not done, by meanes of our haftie comming away from 
Cape Cod, bur{o foone as we.can mecte conveniently with 
them, we will giue chem full fatisfaction, Thus much ef pur 
fecond Difcovery. 

Having thus difcovered this place, it was controverfall a- 
mongft vs ,. whac to doe touching our aboad and fetling 
there ;fome thonght it beft for many reafonsto abide there. 

As fir(t, chatthere was a convenient harbour for Boates, 
though nec for Ships. 

Secondly, Good Corne ground readie to our hands, as 
we faw by experiencain the goodly corne it yeelded, which 
would againe agree with the ground, and be maturall {eed for 
the fame. 

Thirdly, Cape Cod wasliketo bea place of good fithing, 
for we faw daily great Whales of the belt kind for oyle and 
bone, come clofe-aboord ow Ship, and in fayre weather 
vim and play about vs ; therc was once ene when the Sun 
fhone warme,came and lay aboue water, asif fhe had beene 
dead, for ag00d whiletogether, within halfea Musket thot 
of the Ship,at which two were prepared to fheote, to fee 
whether fhe would {tir or no, he that gaue fire firft, his Mus- 
ket flew in peeces, both ftocke and barrell, yet thankcs be to

God, neither he nor gny man els was hurt with it, though 
many were there about, bue when the Whale faw her time 
fhe gaue a {nutte and away. 

Fourthly, the place was likely to be healthful, fecure,and 
defentible. 

But the laft and efpeeiall reafon was, that now the heart of 
Winter and vnieaionable weather was come vpon vs, fo 
that we could not goe vpon coalting and dilcovery, with- 
out danger of Jooling men-and Boat, vpon which would. 
follow the overthrow of all, e{fpecially confidering what va- 
riable windes and fodaine ftormes doe there arife, Alfo cold 
and wett lodging had fo taynted our people, for {carce any 
of vs were free from vehement coughsyas if they fhould cone 
tinue long in chat eftace, ic would indanger the liues of ma< 
ny, and breed difeafes and infeCtionamongftvs. Againe, 
we had yet fome Beere, Butter, Flefh, and other fuch victu- 
als left, which would quickly be all gone,and then we fhiould 
haue nothing to comfort vs in the great labour and toyle we 
werelike to vnder-goe at the firft ; It was alfo conceived, 
whilft we had competent victuals, that the Ship would ftay 
with vs, bue when chat grew low,they would Ee gone, and 
let vs shift as we could. 

Others againe , vrged greatly the going to e4ngnum or 
eAngoum, a place twentieleagues offto the North-wards, 
which they had heard to be an-excelient harbour for-fhips ; 
better ground and betcer Hthing.Secondly. for any thing we’ 
knew, there might be hard by vs afurre better feate, and it 
thould be a great hindranceco feate where wee fhould ree 
moueagaine, Thirdly, The water was but in ponds, and it 
wasthought there would be nonein Summer, cr very lit 
tle. Fourthly, che water there mutt be fetched vp a fteepe 
hill: bue to omit many reafons and replies vfed heere a= 
bouts ; Te was inthe ende concluded, to make fome difco- 
very within the Bay, but in no cafe fo fare as Angoum : bee 
fides, Robert Coppin our Pilot, maderelation ofa great Na- 
vigable River and good harbour in the other head-land of 
this Bay, almoftrightover againft Cape Cod, being aright 
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line; motmuch aboue eight leagues-diftane, in which hee had 
beene once:and becaufe chat one of the wild men with whom 
they had fome trucking , {tole a harping Iron from them, 
they-cglled ic theeuifh harbour. Andbeyond that place they. 
were cnioyned not to go¢e, whereupon, a Company was. 
chofen to goe out vppon athird difcovery : whileft {ome 
wereimployed in this difcovery, 1t pleafed God that Miftris 
White was broughta bed ofadonne, which was called Pe- 
regrvines 

The fift day, we through Gods snercy efcaped a great: 
danger by the fooltfhnes ofa Boy, one of Frances Bsltsngtons 
Sonnes, who in his Fathers abfence, had-got Gun-powder, 
and had fhotof a peice or two, and made {quibs, and there 
being a fowling peice charged in his fathers Cabbin,fhot her 
off in the Cabbin, there being a little barrell of powder halfe. 
full, feattered in and aboutcthe Cabbin, the fire being withim 
foure foure of the bed becweene the Deckes, and many flints 
and Iron things about the Cabbin, and many people aboue 
the fire, and yet by Gods mercy no harme done. 

Wednefday the fixt of December , it was refolved oun 
difcoverers fhould fee forth, for the day before wastoofowle 
weather, and fo they did, though it waswell ore the day ere 
all chings could be readie: Soten of our men were appointed 
who were of themfelues willing to vndertakeit,to wit, Cap- 
taine Staxdi(>, Mailter Carver, William Bradford, Edward 
Winjfloe, lohn Tilley, Edward Tilley, Lehn Honland, and three of 
London, Richard Warren,Steenen Hopkins and Edward Dottes 
and two of our Sea-men, lobn Aldertcen and Thomas En- 
glifo,o£ the Ships Company there went two of the Mafters 
Mates, Mafter Clarke and Mafter Copin, the Mafter Gun- 
ner, and three Saylers. The narration of which Difcovery, 
followes, penned by one of the Company. 

Wednefday the ‘im of December wee {et out, being very 
cold andhard weather, weewere along while after welaun- 
ched fromthe fhip, before we could get cleare of a fandie 
poynt, which lay within leffethen a furlong of the fame. In 
whichtime, two:were very ficke, and Edward Zi/ey had like 
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to haue founded with cold ; the Gunner was alfo ficke vnte 
Death, (but hope of traking made him to goc) and fo remai- 
ned all that day, and the next night s at lengthwe got cleare 
of che fandy poynt, and got vp our fayles, and within an 
houre or two we got vnder the weather fhore, andthenhad 
{moether water and better fayling, butit was very cold, for, 
the water frofe on our clothes, and made them many times 
like coats of lron : wee fayled fixe or feaven leagues by the 
fhore, but faw neither river nor crecke, atlength wee mete 
with a tongue of Land, being flat off frem che (hore, with a 
{andy poynt, webore vp to gaine the poynt,& found chere 
a fayre income or rode, of a Bay, being a league over at the 
narrowelt, and fome two or three in length, but wee made 
right over tothe land beforevs,and left the difcovery of this 
Income cill che next day : as we drew neareto the fhore, wee 
e{pied fome ten or twelue Indians, very bulic about a blacke 
thing, what it was wecould nottell,till afterwards they faw 
vs, and ran to and fro, as if they had beene carrying fome 
thing away, wee landed a league or two from them, and had 
much adoe to put a. fhoreany where, it lay fo full of flat fands, 
when we came to shore, wemade ys2 Baricado, and got fire 
wood, and fet out our Sentinells, and betooke vs to our lod- 
ging, {uch as it was ; we {aw the fmokeof the fire which the 
Savages made that night, about foure or fiue myles from vs, 
in the morning we devided our company, fome eight inthe 
Shallop,and che reft on the (hore went to difcouer this place, 
but we found it onely tobe a Bay, without either river or 
creeke comming intoit, yet we deemedit to be as good an 
harbour as Cape Cod, for they that founded it, found a fhip 
might ride in fue fathom water, wee on-the land found it to 
be alevill foyle, but none of the fruitfullelt ; wee faw two 
beckes of freth water, which were the firft running flreames 
that we faw in the Country, but one might frideover them : 
wefound alfo a great fifh, called a Grampus dead onthe fands, 
they in the Shallop found two ef them alfo in the bottome 
of the bay, dead in like fort, they were caft vp at high water, 
and could not get off for thefroft and ice ; they were — 
ue 
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fue or fixe paceslong, and about two’inches thicke of fat, 
and flefhed lukea Swine, they would haue yeelded a great 
deale of oyle, if there had beene rime and meanes to haueta- 
ken it, {o we finding nothing for our turne, both we and our 
Shallop returned. We then directed our courfe alang the 
Sea-{ands, to the place where we firit Law the /mdians, when 
we were there, we faw it wasallo a Grampus which they were 
cutting vp, they cur ic inco long rands or peeces,about an ell 


long, and two handfull broad , wee found here and there a 


peece {cattered by the way,as it feemed, for halt: this place 
the moft were minded we fhould call, che Grampus Bay, be- 


caufe we found fo many of them there : wee followed the 


cract of the Judsans bare feetea good way on the fands, at 


length we faw where they ftrucke into the Woods by the 


fide of a Pond, as wee wentto view the place, onefayd, 
hee thought hee faw an {ndsan-houfe among the trees, fo 
went vp to fee:and here we and the Shallop loft fight one of 
another till night, i being now about nine or ten aclocke, 
fo we light on a path, but faw no houfe, and followed a great 
way into the woods,at length weefound where Cerne had 
beene fet, but notthat yeare, anone we founda great-bury- 
ing place, one paré whereof was incompatied with a large 
Palazado, like a Church-yard, with y omg {pires foure or flue 
yardslong, fet as clofe one by-enother as they could two or 
three foot in fhe ground, within it was full of Graucs, fome 
bigser, and fome leffle, fome were-alfo paled about, & others 
had like an Jndsan-houfe made over them, but noc matted: 
thofe Graues were more fumptuous then thofeat Corne-hill, 
yet we diggednone of them vp, but onely viewed them, 
and went our way ; without the Palazado were graues alfo, 
buthot fo coftly : from this place we wentand found more 
Corne ground, bur not of this yeare. As weranged welighe 
on foure or flue /ndian-houfes, which had beene latel y dwelt 
in, but they werevncovered, and had no matts abourthem, 
elschey were like thofe wefound at Corne-Aitl, but had not 
beeheo lately dwelt in, there was nothing left but two or 
three peeces of old matts, alittle fedge,alfo a litcle further 
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found two Baskets fullof parched Acernshid in the ground, 
which we {uppofed had beene Corne when we beganneto 
dig the fame, we cat earth thereon againe & went our way. 
All this while we faw no people, wee went ranging vp and 
downetill the Sunne began to draw low,andthen we halted 
out of che wocds,that we might come to our Shallop,which 
when we were out of the woods, weefpied a great way off, 
and call'd them to come vnto vs,the which they did asioone 
as they could, for ic was not yet high water, they were ex- 
eecding glad to {ce vs, (fox they feared becaufe they had not 
{feene vs in fo long atime ) thinking we would haue kept by 
the shore fide, fo being both weary and faint, for we had ea- 
ten nothing all thac day,we fel] co make our Randevous and 
get ire wood, whichalwayes co(t vs a great deale of labour, 
by that tune wehad done, & our Shallopcometo vs, it was 
within night, and we fed vpon {ueh victualls as we had, and 
betooke vs to our reft, after we had fet out our watch.About 
midnight we heard a greatand hideous cry, and our Sentie 
nell called, ere, Arme. So we beltirred our feluesand fhot. 
off'a couple cf Muskets,and noyfe ceafed;we concluded,that 
it was acompany of Wolues or Foxes, for one tald vs, hee 
had heard fuchanoy fein New-fornd land, About fiuea clocke 
in the morning wee.beganto be ftirring, and two or three 
which doubted whether their Peeces would goeoff or no 
made tryall of them, and fhoc chem ctf, but thought nothing 
at all, after Prayer we prepared our felues for brek-falt, and 
for ajourney,and ic being now thetwilightin the morning, 
it was thought meet to carry the things downe to the Shal- 
lop :fome fayd, it was not beftto carry the Armour downe, 
others fayd,they would be readier, two or three fayd, they 
would notcarry theirs, till chey. went themfelues, but wnil- 
trufting nothing ac all sas it fell ouc,the water not being high 
enough, they layd the things downe vpon the fhore,& came 
vp to brek. falt. Anone. all vpon a fudden, we heard a great 
& {trange cry,which we knew to be the fame voyces, though: 
they varied cheir notes, one of our company being abroad 
caine running in, and cryed, They aremen, Indians, Indians 5 
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and withall, cheir arrowes came flying amongft vs, our men 
ran out with all {peed to recover their armes,as by the good 
‘Providence of God they did. In the meane time, Captaine Our firtt com 
Miles Standi(h, having a{naphance ready, mace a thot, and bat with the 
after him anocher, after they cwo had thot, other two of vs Tndsans, 
were ready, but he wifht vs ngt to fhoot, till we could take 
ayme, for we knew not what need we fhould haue, & there 
were foure oncly of vs, which had their armes there readie, 
and ftood betore the open fide of our Baricado, which was 
firft a{faulted, they choughtit beltto defend it, leaft che ene- 
mie thouldtake ic and our {tuffe, and fo haue the more van: 
tage againit vs, our care was no letie for the Shallop, but we 
hoped all che ret would defend it; we called vnto them to 
know how ic was with them, and they aniwered, Well, Well 
every one,and be of good courage: wee heard three of their 
Peeces goc off, and che reft called for afire-brand to light 
their n.atches, one tooke alog out of the fire on his fhoulder 
and wentand carried it vnto them, which was thought did 
not a little difcourage our enemies. The cry of our enemies 
was dreadfull, efpecially, when our men ran out to recover 
their Armes, their note was after this manner, Woath woach 
ba ha bach woach ; our men were no fooner come to their 
Armes, but the enemy was ready to alJaulethem. 

There wasaluitie man and no whit let{e valiant, who was 
thoughtto bee their Captaine, ftood behind a tree within 
halfea musket fhot of vs, and there let his arrowes fly at vs; 
hee wasfeene to fhoete three arrowes, which were all avoy- 
ded, forheatwhomthe firlt arrow was aymed, {aw it, and 
ftooped downeand it flew over him , therelt wereavoyded 
alfo: he {tood three hots of a Musket, at length one tooke 
as he fayd fuli aymeat him, afcer which he gaue an extraor- 
dinary cry and away they went all, weefollowed them a- 
bout a quarter of a mile, but wee left fixe to keepe our Shal- 
lop, for we were carefull of our bufineife: chen wee fhouted 
all together two feverall times, and fliot off a coupte of mus- 
kets and fo returned: this wee did that they might fee wee 


were not afraydof chem nor difcouraged. Thus it pleafed, 
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God to vanquifh our Enemies and giue vs deliverance , by 
their noyfe we could not gueifethat they were letfe then thir= 
ty or forty,though fome thought that they were many more 
yet in the darke of the morning, weecould not fo well dif- 
cerne them among thetrees, asthey could{feevs by our fire 
fide, we tooke vp 18. of their grrowes which we haue fent 
to England by Matter Joes, fome whereof were headed with 
Braile,othcrs with Harts horne,& others with Eagles clawes 
many more no doubt were fhot, for thele we found, were 
almoft covered with leaues : yet by the efpeciall providence 
of God, nonecof them either hit or hurt vs, though many 
came clofe by vs, andon every fide ofvs, and fome coates 
which hung vp in our Baricado, were fhot through and 
through. So after weehad given Godthankes for our deli- 
verance, wee tooke our Shallop.and went on our Journey, 
and called this place, The fir? Encourter, fromhence wein- 
tended to haue fayled tothe aforefayd theevifh Harbour, if 
weefound no convenient Harbour by the way, having the. 
wind good, we fayled aJl that day along the Coalt about 15, 
leagues, but faw neither River nor Creeketo putinto , af- 
ter wehad fayledan houreor two, it began to {now and 
raine, and to be bad weather; about the mid{tof the after- 
noone, the windeincreafed and the Seasbegan to be very 
rough, and the hinges of che rudder broke, fo chat we could 
{teere no longer with it, but two men with much adoe were 
faineto ferue witha couple of Oares, the Seas were growne 
fo great, that we were much troubled andin great daunger, 
and night grew on: Anon Matter Coppin bad vs be of rood 
cheere hef{aw the Harbour, as we drew neare, the gale be- 
ing (titfe, andwe bearing great fayletogetin,fplicour Maft 
in 3. peices, and were like to haue caft away.cur Shallop , yet 
by Gods mercy recovering our felues, wee had the floud 
with vs,and {truck into the Harbour. 

Now he that thought that had beene the place was decei~ 
ved; it bethg a place where notany of vs had beene before, 
and comming intothe Harbour, hethat was our Pilot did 
beare vp North-ward, whichif we had continued “ had 
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beene caft away, yet ftill the Lord kept vs, and we bare vp. 
for an Jland before vs, and recovering of that Iland, being. 
compatied about with many Rocks, and darke night grow- 
ing vpon vs, it pleafed the Divine providence that we fell. 
wponaplace of fandy ground, where our Shallop did ride. 
fafe and {ecure all that night, and comming vpona {trange. 
Iland kept our watch all nightin thegainevpon that Hand = 
and in the morning we marched about it, & found no Inha- 
bicants at all, and here wee made our Randevousall that day, 
being Saturday, Io. of December, on the Sabboth day wee 


refted,andon Munday we founded the Harbour,and found. 


it a uery good Harbour forour fhipping, we marched allo. 


into the Land, aod found divers corne fields, and little rune- 


ning brookes, a place very good for {cituation, fo we retur- 
ned to our. Ship againe with good newes to the reft of our. 
people, which did much comfort their. hearts.. 

On the fifteenth day, we waighed Anchor, to goeto the. 
place we had dif{covered, and comming within two leagues. 
of the Land, we could not fetch the Harbour, but werefaine 
to put roome againe towards Cape (0d, our courfe tying 
Weft; and the wind was at North welt, butit pleafed Go 
that the next.day being Saturday the: 6.day,the winde came 
faire,and wee put toSea 1 mon came fafely into a fafe. 
Harbour and within halfe an houre the winde changed, fo 
as if we had beene lected buta little, we had gone backe to 
CapeCod. This Harbour is a Bay greater then Cape Cod, 
compailed with a soodly Land,and in theBay,2.fine lands 
vninhabited, wherein are.nothing but wood, Okes, Pines, 
Wal- nut, Beech, Safifras, Vines, and other trees which wee 
know nots. This Bay is amoft.hopefull place, innumerable 
{tore of fowle, and excellent good, and cannot but bee of 
fth in theirfeafons: Skote, Cod, Turbot,and Herring, wee 
haue tafted of, abundance of Mufles the greate(t & bet thae 
ever we faw; Crabs, and Lobfters, in their timeinfinite, Ie 
is in fafhion like a Cikle or Fith-hooke. | 

eed the 13. day, wewent a land, manned with the 
Maifter of the Ship,and 3. or 4. of the Saylers, wemarched 
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along the coaft in che woods, fome7.or 8.mile, but faw not 
an Indian nor an Indian houfe, only we found where former- 
ly, had beene fome Inhabitants,and where they had planted 
their corne:we found not any Navigable River, but 4. or $. 
{mall running brookes of very {weet trefh water,that all ron 
into the Sea: The Land for the cruft of the earth jis a 
{pits depth, excellent lacke mold and fat in fome places, 2. 
or 3. great Oakes but not very chicke, Pines, Wal-nuts Beech 
Ahh, Birch, Hafell, Holley, A fp, Safifras, in abundance, & 
Vines cucry where, Cherry trees, Plum trees, and snany 
other which we know net; many kinds of hearbes we found: 
heere in Winter, as Strawbery leauesinnumerable, Sorrell, 
Yarow, Caruell, Brook-lime, Liver-wort, Water-creiles, 

reat {tore of Leckes,and Onyons,and an excellent {trong 

ind of Flaxe, and Hempe ; here isfand, gravell, and excel- 
lent clay no better in the Worlde, excellent for ‘pots, and. 
will wafhlike fope , and great {tore of ftone, though fome- 
what foft, and che beft water that ever we drunke, andthe 
Brookes now begin to be full of fifh ; chac night many being 
weary with marching, wee wencabourd againe. — 

The next morning being Tuefday the r9.0f December, 
wee went againeto difcover further; fome went on Land, 
and fomeinthe Shallop, che Land we found as the former 
day we did, and we found a Creeke, and went vp three En- 
glith myles,a very pleafanc river at full Sea, a Barke of thirty 
tunne may goe vp, buc at low water {carceour Shallopcould 
paife : this place we had a great liking to plantin, but that 
ic was fo farre from our fithing our principall profit, and fo 
incompailed with woods, that we fhould bee in much dan- 
ger of the Salvages, and our number being folittle, and fo 
much ground to cleare, {o as wee thought good ro quit and 
cleare that place, tillwe were of more {trength; fome of vs 
hauing a good minde for fafety to plantin the greater Ile, 
wee crofled the Bay which there is fue or fixe myles ouery 
and found the lle about a myle and a halfe, ortwo myles-a- 
bout, all wooded,and no freth water but2.or 3. pits, that 
‘we doubted of frefh water in Summer, and {0 full of wood, 
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aswe could hardly cleare fo much aSto ferue vs for Corne, 
belides wee iudged it colde for our Corne, and fome part 
very rockie, yet diuers thought of itasa place defenfible,and 
of great fecuritic. - _ 
That night we returned againe afhip boord, with refolue 
tion the next morning to fetle on fome of thofe places, fo in 
the morning, after we had called on God for direction, we 
came to this refolution, to goe prefently afhore againe, and 
to take a better view of two places, which wee thought mof 
fitcting for vs, for we could not now take time for further 
fearch or confideration, our viQuals being much {pent, efpe- 
cially, our Beere, and it bcing now the 19. of December. Af- 
ter our landing and viewing of the places,fo well aswe could 
we came toa conclufion,by molt voyces,to fet onthe maine 
Land, on the firlt place, on an high ground, where there isa 
great deale of Land cleared, and hath beene planted with 
Corne three or foure yearesagoe, and there is a very {weet 
brooke runnes vnder the hill lide,and many delicate jprings 
of as good water as can be drunke, and where we may har- 
boura.._»:-: ops ahd Boates exceeding wells and in this 
brooa.,,, good fihh in their feafons: on thefurther fide 
of the’\«._-m10 much Corne ground cleared, in one field is 
a great hill, on which wee poynt to make.a plat-forme, and 
plant our Ordinance, which will command all round about, 
from thence we may fee into the Bay, and farreinto the Sea, 
and we may fee thence (ape (od: our greateft labour will be 
fetching of our wood, which is halfe a quarter of an Englihh 
myle, but thereis enough fo farre off ; what people inhabite 
here we yet know not, for as yet we haue feene none, fo 
there we made our Randevous,and a place for fome of our 
people about twentie, refolving in the morning to comeall 
alhore, andto build houfes, but the next morning being 
Thurfday the 2 1. of December, it was ftermieand wect, that 
we could not goe afhore, and thofe that remained there all 
night could doe nothing ,but were wet,not having dai-light 
enough to make them a fufficient court of gard, to keepe 


them dry, All chat night it blew and rayned extreamely ; . 
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it was fo tempeftuous, that the Shalfep could not goeon 
land fo foone as was meet, for they had no vi@uals on land. 
About 41.4 Clockethe Shallop went off with much adoe 
with provilion, but could nor returne it blew fo ftrong, and 
was fuch foule weather, that we -were forced to let fall our 
Anchor,and ride with three Anchors an head. 

Friday the 22. che ftorme {till continued, chat we could 
not get a-land, nor they cothe te vs aboora: this mornin 
Good wife elderton was delivered of afonne, but dead 
borne. 

Saturday the 33.fo many of vsas could, went on fhore, 
felled and carried tymber, to provide chemfelues flutte for 
building. 

Sunday the24, our people on fhore heard acry of fome 
Savages (as they thought ) which cavied an Alarm, and to 
ftand on their gard. expecting an aifaulr, but all was quiet. 

Murday the 25, day, we went on fhore, ionze to fell 
tymber, fome to faw, ionie to riue,and fometo carry, fono 
man refted all chat day, but towards night fome as hey were 
at worke, hearda noyte of fome Zadtans, whick vs all 
to goe to our Muskcts, but we heard no furth came 
aboord againe, and left fome twentie to keepe trx-sourt of 
gard ; that night we had a fore ftorme of winde and rayne. 

Munday the 25. being Chriftmasday we began to drinke 
water aboord, but at night the Malter caufed vs to haue 
fome Beere, and fo on boord wehad diverfe times now and 
then fome Beere, but on fhorerone arall, 

Tucfday the 2 6.icwas foule weather, that we could not goe 
afhore. 

Wednefday the 27. we went to worke againe.. 

Thurfday the 28. of December, fo many as could went to 
worke on the hill,where we purpofed to build our platforme 
for our Ordinance,and which doth commandall the plaine, 
and the B..y, and frm whence we may fee farreinto the fea, 
and might be eafier impayled, having two rowes of houfes 
anda faire ftreete. Soin the afternoone we went to. mea= 
{ure out the grounds, and firft, we touke notice how many 
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‘Families they were, willing al] Gnglemen that had no witles 
to ioyne with fome Familie, as they thought fit, ehatfo we 
might build fewer houles, which was done, and wereduced 
-them to 1.9,Families ; tu greater Families we allotced larger 
lots, to every perfon haite a pole in breadth, and three in 
fesgt and fo Lots were caft where euery:man {hould lie, 
which was done, and {taked out ; we thought this. propor- 
tion was large enough ac the firft, for hcules and gardens,to 
impale chem round, confidering the weaknes cf our peo- 
ple, many of chem.growing il. with ccldes, for our former 
D{coveries in froft and ftermes, and che wading at Cape 
Cod had brought much wezkenes amongft vs, which increa- 
fed (u every day-more and more, and after was the caule of 
many of their deaths. | 

Fryday and Saturday, we fitted our felues for our labour, 
burt our people on fhore-were much troubled and-difcoura- 
ged with rayneand wett that day, being very ftormic and 
cold ; wefaw great {mokes of fire made by the /vdsans about 
fix or feaven myles from vs as we conieCtured, 

Munday the firlt of January, we went betimes to worke, 
ave were much hindred in lying {0 farre off from the Land, 
and faine to gue as the tyde ferved, that we loft much time, 
for out Ship drew {u much water, that the lay a myle andal- 
tmofta halte off, chough a thip of feaventie or eightie tun at 
high-water maycome tothe thore.. _ 

Wednefday the.third of Zansaryyfome of our people be- 
ing abroad, to get and gather thatch, they {aw great fires of 
the /ndians, anid.were at chéir Corne fields,-yer {aw none of 
the Savages, nor had. feene any of them lince wee came to 
ths Bay. 

Thurfday the fourth of annary, Captaine Miles Standifo 
with foure or flue more, went tofce ifthey could meet with 
any of the Savages. in that place where the Gres were made, 
they went to fome of their houfes, but not lately inhabiced, 
yet couldthey not-meete with any 3 as chey came home,they 
fhor at an Eagle and killed her, which wasexcellent meat 3 le 
was hatdly tobe difcerned from Mutton,

NEW-ENGLAND 

Fry day the fifth of /eawary, one of the Saylers found aliue 
vpon the fhore an Hering, which the Matter had<o his fup- 
per, which put vs in hope of fth, but as yet we had gor but 
one Cod ; we wanted imall hookes. 

Saturday the {ixt of Lansary,Malter AZarten was very ficke,, 
and to our 1udgement, no hope of life, fo Malter (arver was 
fent for to come abourd to fpeake with him about his ace 
cormpts, who came the next morning. 

Munday the eight day of /axnery, was a very fayre day, 
and we went becimes to worke, matter Jones {ent the Shallop. 
as he had formerly done, to fee where fith could be gor, they 
hada geac.ltormeat Sea,and were in fomedan ger,at night 
they recurned withthree great Seales, and an excellent geod 
7 which did aifure vs that we fhould haue plentie of fifh 
fhortly. 

This day, Francis Biilington having che weeke before feene 
from the top of tree on an hie hill,a great feaas hethoughr, 
went with one of the Matters mates co fee it, they went three 
myles, and then came to a great water, devided into two, 
ereat Lakes, the bigger of them fiue orlixe myles in circuit, 
and in it an Ile ofa Cable length fquare,the other three miles, 
in compatfe ; in their eftimation they are fine frefh water, 
full of fith,and foule ; a brooke it{ues from it,it wil! be an ex 
ce'lenthélpe for vs in tine. They found feayen or eight. 
Indian houfes, but notlately inhabited, when they faw the 
houfesthey were in fome feare,for they were buttwo perfons. 
andone peece.—- 

Tuefday they. January, was areafonable faire day, and 
wee went to labour that day in the building of our Towne, 
intworoes of houfes for more fafety : we devided. by 
lorethe plot of ground whereon to buildour Towne: Af- 
ser the propertion formerly allotted, wee agreed that every 
man fhould build his owne houfe, thinking by, that courfe, 
men would make more halt then working in common : the 
common houfe, in which for the firft, we: made our Rende- 
vous, being neere finifhed wanted onely-couering, it being 
about 20. foote fquare, fome fhould mzke ore and. 
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fome gather thatch, fo thatin foure dayeshalfe of ic was that- 
ched, frof{t and foule weather hindred vs much, this cine 
of the yeare feldome could wee worke halfethe wecke.. 
Thurfday the eleuenth, Widssam Bradford being at worke, 
(for it was afaire day) was vebemently taken wich a gtiefe 


and paine, and fo fhot to-his huckle-bone ; It was doubted. 


that he would have inftanely dyed, hee got colde in the fore 
mer difcoveriesyefpecially the laft, and. felrfome paine in 
his anckles by times,but he grew alictle better towards night 
andin time through Gods mercie in the v{e of meanes reco- 
vered. 

Friday the 82. we went to worke, bat about noone, it 
bégan to raine, that itforced vs to giueover worke. 

This day, two of our peop!e put vsin great forrow and 
care, there was 4.fentto gather and cut thatch in the mor- 
ning, and two of them, John Gosdman and Peter Browse, 
having cut thatch all che fore noone, went toa further place, 
and willedthe othertwo, to binde vpthat which was cut 
and to followthem ; fo they did , being about a myleand 
an halfe from our Plantation : but when the two came af 
ter, they could not finde them,nor heareany thing of them 
at all, chough they hallowed and fhouted as loud as they 
could, fochey returned tothe Company and to!d them of 
jt:whereupon Matter Leaver & threeor foure more went to 
feeke them , but could heare gothing of them, fo they retur- 
ning, fent more, but that night they could hesre noshing ar 
allofthem: the next day they armed 10. or £2. men out, 
verilychinking the Judians had furprifed them , they went 
fecking 7.01 8. myles, but could neither fee nor heare any 
thing at all, fo they returned with much difcomtort to vs 
all. Thefe cwo that were mitJed, at dinner time ctooke 
their meate intheir hands,and would goe walke and re- 
frefh themfelues, fo going a litle off they findea lake of wa- 


ter, and havinga great Maftitte bitch withthem anda Spane- 


nell; bythe water fidechey foundagreat Deere. tke Degs 

chafed him , and chey followed fo firre asthey loft them- 

felues,and could not finde the way backe , they wardred 
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all chacafter noonebeing wett, and at night it did freeze: 
and {now, they were flenderly apparelled and had no wea. 
pons but each onehis Cicle, nor any victuals , they ranged. 
vp and downeand could finde noncot the Salvages habi-. 
tations ;, when it drew to night they were much perprexeds, 
for they could finde neither harbour nor meate,butin frott 
and {now, were forced to makethe earth cheif bed, and the 
Element their covering , and another thing did very much 
terrific them,they heard as they thought two Lyons.roaring 
excecdingly for along time together, anda third, that they 
thought was very nerechem,fo not knowing what to do,they. 
refolved to.climbe vp intu a tree as their fafelt refuge,though 
that would prouean inrollerable colde lodging 5 fo they. 
floode atthe trees roote, that whea the Lyons came they 
might take their opportunisie of climbing vp, the bitch they 
wérefaineto hold by chenecke, for fli¢e would haue beene 
gone to che Lyon ; but it pleafed God {o to difpofe,that the 
wilde Beaftes came not: fo they walked vp and dowie vn- 
der the Trceall night, ic was an extreameccide night, fo 
foone as 4: waslightthey trauailed againe, pafling by many 
lakes and-brookes and woods, and in one place ce the 
Salvages had burnt the fpaceof 5. myles in lengch , which 
isa fine Campion Countrey,andeven. In theafter-nocney 
it pleafed God froman high Hill they difcovered the two 
Hlesin che Bay, and fo chat nighe got tq the Plantation, be- 
ing ready to faint wich travaile and want ef viduals, and 
almaltfamifhed with colde, Joba Geodmcn was taine to haue 
his fhoves cut off his feete they were fo {welled with colde, 
and it wasa long while afccr ere he wasable togee; thofe 
onthe thore were much comforted at their returne,but they 
on fhip-boord were crievedas deeming them loft; but the 
next diy beine tre 14. of Ianuary, in the-morning about 
fixeofche clocke the wince being very.great, they-on fhip- 
boord fpied their great new Randevous.on fre, which was 
to.chem anew difcomfort, fearing becaufe of che fuppofed 
lotfe of che men. thatche Salvages had fieredthem, neither 
could they prefentiy go¢ to them for. want of water, but af; 
ter 
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ter: 3. quarters of an houre they. went, as they had purpofed 
the day before to keepe the Sabboth on fhore:, becaulenow 
there was the greater number of pecple. Ac their landing 
they heard good tidings of the returne of the 2. men, and 
thac the houfe. was fiered. occafionally by afparke that flew 
into the thatch, which in{tancly burnticall vp, but the roofe 
flocd.and littlehurt ; the moft bolle was Maifter Carversand 
William Bradfords,who then lay ficke in bed, and if they had, 
not rilen.with good {peede, had heene blowne yp with pow- 
der: but chrough Gods mercy they had no harme, the honfa 
was as full of beds as they could lie one by another, and their 
Muskets charged, but bletled be God there wasno harine 
done. 

_ Munday the 15.day, it rayned much ailday, thatthey on 
fhip-boord cuuld not gce on fhore, nor they on fhore doe a- 
ny labour but were alt wet. 

Fuefdzy, wednefday,thurf{day, were very faire Sunebhinie 
dayes, as ifit had beenein April, and our. people fo many av. 
were inthealth wrought chearefully. 

The 19 day,we refolved to makea Shed, to put ovr coms 
mon provilion in, of which fome werealreadie fet on shore, 
but at noone it rayned, that we could not worke. This day 
in theevening, John Goodman went abroad to vie his lame 
feete, chat were pitcifully iil wich the cold he had got,having 
alitcle Spaanell with him, a litc'e way from the Plaatation, 
two great Wolues ran after the y the Dog ran to him 
and betwixt his leggs for fuccour,be had nothingin his hand 
but tcouke wpa fticke,and threw at onc of them and hit him, 
and they prefently ran both away,but came againe,he gota 
paile bord inhis hand, and they fat both on their tayles, 
grin ning athim, a good while, and went their way,and lefe 

im. 
Saturday 20. we made vp our Shed for our commongoods, 
Sunday the 21. we kept our meeting on Land. 

Munday the 23. wasa faire day, we wrought on our hou 
fes andin the afcer-noone carried vp our hogsheads.of a:¢ale 
to our common {tare houle. 
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The reft of the weeke we followed our bufinetle likewife. 

Munday the 29. in the morning cold froft and flecte, but. 
after reafonable fayre ; both thelong Boaeand the Shallop 
brought our common goods on fhore. 

Tuefday and wedneiday 30,and 31.0f /asnary cold frofty 
weather and fleece, that we could not worketin the morning 
the Matter and othersfaw two Savages, thathad beene on 
the Iland nere our Ship, what they camse for wee could not 
tell, they were going {o farre backe againe before they wére 
defcried, that we could not {peake with them, 

Sunday the 4. of Febraary, was very wett and rainie,with 
thegrea‘eft guits of winde that ever we had lince wee came 
forth,that though we rid in a very good harbour, yet we were 
in danger, becaufe our Ship waslight, the goods taken out, 
and fhe vaballafed ; and ie caufed much daubing of our hou- 
{es to fall downe. 

Fryday the 9, ftillthe cold weather continued, that wee 
could doelietle worke. That after-noone our little houfe for 
our ficke people was fet on fire by a {parke that kindledin the 
roofe, but no great harme was done. That evening the ma- 
fter going afhore, killed fue Geefe, which he friendly diftri- 
buted among the ficke people ; he found alfo a good Decre 
killed, the Savages had cut off the hornes, anda Wolfe was 
eating of him, how he came there we could not conceiue. 

Friday the 16. day,wasa faire day, but thenortherly wind 
continued, which continued the frolt, this day efter-noone 
one of our people being a fouliag, and having taken a {tand 
by a crecke fide in the Reeds,about a myle and an halfe from 
our Plantation,there came by him twelue Jndians marching 
towards our Plantation,& in the woods he heard the noyfe 
of many more, he lay clofe ciil chey were patfed, and then 
with what {peed he could he went home & gaue the Alarm, 
{othe people abroad in the woods returned & armed them- 
felues, but faw none of them, onely toward the eveni 
they madea great fire, about the place wuere they were firl 
difcovered : Captaine Miles Stancs{h, and Francis Cooke,be- 
ing at worke in the Woods, comming home, let their 
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tooles behind them, but before they returned; their tooles 
were taken away by the Savages. Thiscomming of the Sa- 
vages gave vs oecalion to keepe more {tri watch, and co 
fake our peecesand furniture readie,which by the moy {ture 
and rayne were out ofremper. | 

Saturday the 17 day,in the morning we called a meeting 
for the eltablifh:ng of military Orders amongft our felues, 
and we chofe A4sles Stands our Captaine, and gauchim au 
thoricie of commandin athayres: andas we wete in conful- 
tation here abouts,two Savages prefented them{cluesvpon. 
the rop cfan hill, over againit our Plantation, about a quar- 
ter of a myle and elle, and made fignes ynto vs to come yn- 
to them ; we likewife made fignes vnto them to come to vs. 
whereupon we armed our felucs, and flood readie, and fene 
two over the brooke towards them, to wit, Captaine Stan- 
dsfoand Steven Hopkins ,who went towards them, onely one 
‘of them had a Musker, which they layd downe on the ground 
in their fighe, in figne of peace; andto parley with them, but 
the Savages would not tarry their comming : anoyfe ofa 
great many more was heard behind the hill, but no more 
camein fight. This caufed vs to plantour great Ordinances 
in places mot converient. | 

Wednefday the 21. of Febrnary,the mafter came on fhore 

with many of his Saylers, and brought with him one of the 
great Peeces, called a Minion, andhelped vs to draw it vp 
the hill, wit another Peece that lay.on thore,and mounted 
them, and a faller and two bafes ; he brought with him ave- 
ry fat Goofe to. eate with vs,and we had a fat Crane, and a 
Mallerd, anda dry'd neats-tongue, and fo wee were kindly 
‘and friendly together. 

paturday the third of March, the winde was-South, the 
morning miftie, but towards noone warme and fayre weae 
ther ; the Birds fang in the Woods moft pleafantly ; at one 
ofthe Clocke ic thundred, which was.the fir wee heardin 


that Countrey; icwas (trong and great claps, but fhort, but 


after an houre itrayned very fadly till midnighe. 


Wednefday the feaventh of Adarch, the wind was full Eat, . 


cold, 
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cold, but faire, chat day Mafter Carver with fiue other went 
tothe great Ponds, which feeme to be excellent filhing- pla- 
ces ; all the way they wentthey found ir exceedingly beaten 
and haunted with Deere, but they faw nonesamongft other 
foule, they faw onea milke white foule, with a very blacke 
head : this day fome garden feeds were fowen. 

Fryday the 16.atayre warme day towarcs; this morning 
we determined to.conclude of the military Orders, v. hich 
we had beganto confider ofbefore, but were interrupted by 
the Savages,zs we mentioned formerly ; and whit we were 
bulied here about, we were interrupted againe, for there 
prefeaced himfelfea Savage, which caufed an Alarm, he ve- 


ry boldly came all alone and along the houles {traight tothe 


Randevous, where we intercepted him ,not {uffering himto 
goc in, as vndoubtedly he would, out of his boldnetie, hee 
faluted vs in Englih, and bad vs well-come, for he had lear- 
ned fome broken Engiif: amongft the Englith men that 
came to fith at Monchiggon, and-knew by name the moft of 
the Captaines, Commanders,& Matters,that vfually come, 
he wasa man free in.{peech, fo farre as he could expreffe his 
minde, and ofa feemely carriage, we queftioned him of mas 
ny things, he was the firft Sevage we could meetewithall ; ke 
fayd he was not of thefe parts, but of < ALorattiggen, and one 
of the Sagamsores or Lords thereof, and had beene 8, moneths 
in thefe parts, it lying hence a dayes fayle with a great-wind, 
and fiue dayes by land;he difcourfed of the whole Country, 
and of every Province, and of their Segamores, and their 
number of inven, and firength; thewind beginning to rifea 
Little, we caft a horfemans coat about him, for he was ftarke 
naked, oncly aleacher about his waft, with a fringe.abouta 
{pan long,or little more ; he had a bow & 2 arrowes, the ane 
headed, and the other vnheaded ; he was a tall Araight man, 
the haire of his head blackedong behind,onely fhort before, 
none on his face at all ; he asked fome beere,bue wegaue him 
{trong water, and bisket, and butter,and cheefe, & pudding, 
anda peece of a mallerd, all which he liked well, and had bin 
acquainted with fuch amongft the English ; he sag bn 

place 
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place where we now liue; is called, Patwxct, and that about 
foure yeares agoe, all the Inhabitants dyed of an extraordi- 
nary plague, and there is neither man, woman, ner childe 
remaining, as indeed we haue found none,fo as there is none 
to hinder our potleffion,or co Jay claime voto it;ail the after- 
noone we {peat incommunication with him,we would glad- 
ly have beene rid of hin ac night, but he was not willing to 
goe this nighr,then we choughtco carry him on fhip- boord, 
wherewith he was well content, and went into the Shallop, 
bur the winde was high and water fcant, that it could not 
returne backe: welodged him that night at Steven Hepksns 
houfe, and watched him ;the next day he went away backe 
to the Ma/a/orts, ftom whence he fayd he came, whoare our 
next bordering neighbours: they are fixtie ftrong, ashe 
faych: the Naufites areas neere South-eatt of them, and are 
ahundred ftrong, and thofe werc chey of whom cur people 
were encountred, as we before related. They ate muchin- 
ceufed and provcked againfi the Englith, and about eyght 
moneths agoe flew three Englifh men .and two more hardly 
eIcaped by flight to Monbiggon , they were Sir Ferdinando 
Gorge his men,as chis Savage cold vs,as he did likewife of the 
Finzcerie, ttiat is, Fight, that ovr difcoverers had with the 
Naujites, & of our tooles that were taken out of chewoods, 
which we willed him (hould be brought againe, otherwife, 
we would right our feli::s. Thefe people are ill affected to- 
wards the Fngiith, by rsafon of one Haut, a matter ofa fhip, 
who deceived the sec ple,and got them vnder colour of truk- 
ing with them, wwentie out of this very place where weinha- 
bire, and feavenmen fiomihe Nasftes, and carried them 
away, and fold them for flaues, like a wretched mani( for 20. 
ae a man) that cares not what mifchiefe he doth for his 
rofit. 

; Saturday inthe morning we difmitfed the Salvage, and 
gauc him a knife,a bracelet, and a ring ; he promifed within 
anight or twoto come ag3‘ne, and to bring with him fome 
of the Afaffafoyts our neighbours, with iuch Beuers skins as 
they had co trucke with vs. 
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Saturday and Sunday reafonable fayre dayes. On this day 
came againe the Savage, and brought with him fuc other 
tall proper men, they had every.mana Deeres skin on him, 
andthe principall of chem had a wild Cats skin, or fuch like 
on the onearme ; they had moft of them long hofen vp to 
their groynes, clofe made ; and aboue their groynes cotheir 
watt another leather, they were alcogether like the /ri(o-ttou- 
fes;they are of complexion like our Englith Gipfeys no haire 
or very little on their faces, on their headslong haire to their 
fhoulders, onely cut before fome trulled vp before witha 
feather, broad wife, like a fanne,another a fox tayle hanging 
out : the(e left ( according to our charge giuen him betore ) 
their Bowes and Arrowes a quarter of a myle from our 
Towne, we gaue chein entertaynement as we thcught was 
fitting them, they did eatc liberally of our English viduals, 
they made femblance vnto vs of friendthip and amitie ; they 
fong & danced after their maner like Anticks;they broughe 
with chem in a thing hke a Bow-cafe(which the principall of 
them had about his walt) alittle of their Corne powanded to 
Powder, which put to alittle water they eates he had alitde 
Tobacco in a bag, but none of them drunke but when he li- 
fted, fome of themhad their faces paynted blacke,from the. 
forehead co the chin, foure or fiue fingers broad ; others af- 
ter other fafhions, as they liked ; they brovght three er foure 
skins, but we would not trucke with them at all that day, bue 
wifhed them to bring more, and we would trucke for all, 
which they promifed wichin a night or two, and would leaue 
thefe behind them, though we were not willing they fhould, 
and they brought vs all ourcooles againe which were taken 
in the Woods, in our mens abfence,fo becaufe of theday we 
difmitled chem fo fooneas wecould. But Samofer our fir 
acquaintance, eyther wasficke, or fayned himfelfe fo, and 
would not goe with them, and {layed with vs till Wednefday 
morning: Then we fenthimtothem, to know the reafon 
they caine not according totheir words, and we gauiehiman 
hat, a payre of flockings and fhooes,a fhirt, and a peece of 
cloth to tie about his watt. 
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The Sabboth day, when we fent them from vs, wee gatie 
every one of them forme trifles, e{pecially, the principal of 
them, we carried them along with our Armes to the place 
where they left their Bowes and Arrowes, whereat they 
were amazed, andtwo of them began to flinke away, but 
thatthe other called them, when they tooke their Arrowes, 
we bad chem farewell, and they were glad, and fo with ma- 
ny chankes giuen vs they departed, with promife they would 
come againe. 

Munday and tuefday proved fayre dayes, we digged our 
grounds, and fowed our garden. feeds. 

Wednefday a fine warme day, wefent away Samo/et. 

That day we had againe a meeting, to concludeof lawes. 
and orders for our felues, and to confirme thofe Military 
Orders that were formerly propounded, and twife broken 
off by the Savages comming ,but fo we were againe the third 
time, for after we had beene an houre together,on che copof 
the billover again{t vs two or chree Savages prefented them- 
{elues, that made femblance of daring vs, as we thought, fo 
Capraine Standt/> with another, with their Muskets went o- 
ver to them,with two of che mafters mates that follows them 
without Armes, having two Muskets with them, they whet- 
ted and rubbed their Arrowes and Scrings, and made fhew 
of defiance, but wher our men drew nere them, they ranne 
away. Thus we were againe interrupted by them ; this day 
with much adoe we got our Carpenter chachad beene long 
ficke . thefeurvey, co fic our Shallop, to fetch all from a- 
boord. 
Thurfday the 22.0f Varch, was a very fayre warme day. 
About noone we met againe about our publique bulinetle, 
but we had fcarce beene an houre together, but Samofet came 
againe, and Squante.the onely natine of Patuxat, where we 
now inhabite, who was one of the twentie Captives that by 
Hunt were carried away, and had beenein Exgland,& dwelt 
in Cornehil with matter John Slanie 2 Marchant, and could 
Speake a lictle Englith, with three others, and they bronghe 
with them fome few skinnes to trucke, and fome red Her- 
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rings newly taken and dryed, but not falted, and fignified 
Vito Vs, thattherr great Sagamore CMafa/ozt was hard by, 
with QO «adeguina his brother,and all their men. They couid 
not weli expreiicia Englilh what they would, but otcer-an 
houre the King came to the topof an hill over againft vs, 
and had in his tray ne {ixtie men, that wee could well beheld 
them , and they vs: we were not wiliing to fend our gover- 
nour to them, and they vnwiliing to come to vs; lo Sgaante 
wept aga:ne ynto him, who brought word that wee {hould 
fend one to parley with him, which we did, which was Ed- 
ward Winfloe,to know hig mind, and to fignifie the mind and 
will of our governour,which wasto haue trading and peace 
with him. Wefent to the King a payre of Knives, anda Cop- 
per Chayne, with a Tewell at it. To Quadequina we fent 
likewife a Knife and a Jewell to hang in his eare,and withail 
a Pot of itrong «vater,a good quantitie of Bisket, and fome 
‘butter, which were all willingly zecepted: our Meifenger 


“soade a fpeech vnto him, that King Tames faluted him 


with words of love and Peace, and did accept of him as his 
Friend and Alie. and that our Governour defired to fee him 
and to trucke with him, and to corfrmea Peace with him, 
as his next neighbour: he liked well of the {peech aiid heard 
icattentiuely, coough the Interpreters did not weil expreiTe 
it ; after he had caren and drurike himfelfe,and g'uen the rett 
to his company, helcoked vpon our meifengeis f vord and 
armour which he had on, with intimation of his delire to buy 
it, buton che other fide, ovr metlenger fhewed his vnwil- 
lingnesto part with it: [n the end he left him in the cuftodie 
of Quadequinahis brother, and cameover the brouke, and 
fome twentie men following him, Icaving all their Bowes 
and Arrowestenindthem.We kept Gx or feaven as holtages. 
for our me(leager 3 Captaine Stand:(oand matter Wilianfon 
met the King at the brooke, with halfea dofen Musketiers, 
they faluted him and he them, fo one guing over, the one on 
the one iidey and the other on the other, conducted 
him to av houfe then in building, where we placed.a greene 
Rugee,andchrec or foure Culbions,then inftantdy came our 

Gover- 
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Governour with Drumme and Trumpet’ after him, and 
fonre few Mesketiers. After falutations, our Gov grout 
kifisig his hand, une King kiiled him,and {9 they fat COA: 
The Go- ernorr called fir fome tlrong water, and drunke 
to hin, and he drunkea great draught that made him {weate 
all che whilz after, he called for a litte fre fh meate, which the 
King dideate willing) a ard.did® giuie his tollowers. Then 
they creaced of Peace, which Wass — 
1, That neytherhe nor any of his hould inure ordoe hurt The agree- 
to any of our people. a | x ren peace 
2. Andifany of his did hurt toany of ours,he fhouldfend “PT 
“the offender, “hat we might punifli hima. | y 
3. Thatafany of our Tooles Were takenaway wheh our 
people were at worke, he fhould caufe thein to be reftored, 
and if ours did any harme to any of his, wee would doe che 
like to chem, | 
4. Ifany did vniuftly warre againft hin, we would ayde 
him 5 [f any did warre againlt vs, he fhoutd ayde ws, 
.§. He fhould fend co his neighbour Confederates, to cere 
tifie che of this, that they might not wrong vs, but mighe 
be likewile comprifed in the conditions of Peace, 
6. That when their men came to vs, they fhould leaue 
their Bowes and Arrowes behind them, as wee fhould doe 
gut Peeces when we came to them. 
“Laltly, that doing thus, King Tames would efteeme of 
him as hisfriend and Alie: all which the King feer.ed to 
ike well,and it was applauded of his followe.s,all the while 
he fat by the Goverriour he trémbled for feare: In his per- 
‘fon he is 4 very luftie mah, in his belt yeares, ‘an able body, 
graue of countenance, and fpare of{peech : In his Attyre. 
Keele or nothing differing from the reft of his followers, on- 
‘Ty in a greic Chaine of white bone. Beades about his necke, 
‘avid-at Wbchinde his necke, fiangs a little bagg of Tobacco, 
“which he drankeand gaue vs to drinkés his fice was. payn- 
ted with a fad red like murry, and oyled both head and face, 
that hee looked gveafily : All his followerslikewife, werein 
their faces, in partor in ey fonie blacke, fome 
3 rec 
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red,fome yellow, and fome white, fome with croffes, and 
other Antick workes, fomehad skins on them, and fome 
naked, all trong, tall, all men in appeararice: fo afterall was 
done, the Governour conducted him to the Breoke, and 
there they embraced each other and he departed: we dili- 
gently keeping our hoftages, wee expected our meflengers 
‘comming, but anon word was brought vs, that Ouaddequina 
was comming,and our metienger was ftayed tillhis returne, 
who prefently cafne and a troupe with him, fo likewife wee 
entertained him, and convayed him to the place prepared ; 
he was very fearefull of our peeces,and made fignes of dif- 
like, that they fhould be carried away, whereupon Commane 
dement was given, they fhould belayd away. He wasave- 
ry proper tall young man, of a very modeft and feemely 
countenance,and he did kindely like of our entertainement, 
fo we convayed him likewife as wee did the King, bue diuers 
of their people {layed {till, when hee was returned, then they 
difmitied our metienger. Two of his people would haue 


‘ftayed all night, but we would not fuffer ic: onething I for- 


got, the King had in his bofome hanging in a {tring, a great 
long knife, hee marveiled muchat our Trumpet, and {ome 
of hismen would found itas wellas they could, Samofetand 
Squante, they {tayed al night with vs, and the King andalhis 

men lay all night in the woods,not abouehalfe an Englifh 

myle from vs, and all their wiues and women with them , 

they fayd that within 8.or 9.dayes, they would come and 
{et corne on the other fide of the Brooke, and dwell there 
all Summer, which is hard by vs: That night we kept good 
watch , but there wasno appearanceof danger; the next 
morning divers of their people came over to vs, hoping to 

get fome victuales as wee imagired,fomofthemtoldvs the 

King would haue fomeef vs come feehim ; Captaine Staz- 

difeand MaackeAldertonwent venteroully , who were wele 
commed ofhim after their manner: he gauethem three or 
fonreground Nuts,and fome Tobacco. Wee cannot yet 
concelue, but chat he is willing tohaue peace with vs, for 

they haue feenc our people fometimes alonetwo or three in 
the 
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the woods at worke and fowling. when as they offeredthem 
no harme asthey..might eafily hacedone, and efpecially 
becaufe heehath apotent Adverfary the Navowhigan/cis, 
that are at warre with him, againft whom heethinkes wee 
may befome ftrength to him, for our peeces are terriblevn- 
to them; thismorning, they {layed tll ten or cleuen of the 
Clocke, and our Governour bid them fend the Kings kettle, 
and filled it fullof peafe, which pleafed them well , and fo 
they wenttheir way. 

Fryday wasa very faire day, Same/es and Squante {till re- 
mained with vs, Squanto. went at noone to filh for Eeles , at 
night hecame homewithas many as he could wel liftin one 
hand, which our people wereglad of they were fat & {weet, 
he tred them out with his feete, and {o caught them with his 
hands withourany other Inftrument, 

This day we proceeded on with our common bufinefle, 
from which we had beenefo often hindred by the Salvages 
comming, and concluded both of Military orders, 
and of fome Lawesand Orders as wee thought be- 

hoofefull for our prefenteftate, and condition, — 
and did likewife choofe our Governour for 
this yeare, which was Matter John 
Carver aman well approo= 
vedamongit ve,

HT feemed.goodto the Company for ma- 
1, Hy conliderationsto fend fome amongft. 
them co Adsfa/oyt, che greacelt Com- 
“ mander among the Savages ,. borde- 
ring about vs ; partly to kaow where to 
find them, if occalion ferved, as alfo to 
fee their ftrengrth, difcover the Country, 
prevent abufesin their diferderly comming vnto vs, make 
fatisfaction for fome conceived jniurits to be done on our 
parts, and to continue the league of Peace and Friendthip 
betweene them and vs.For theie,en¢ the like ends, it pleafed 
the Governour to makechoice of Steven Hopkins, & Edward 
Wirflve to goe vnto him, and having a fit opportunitic, by 
reaion of a Savage, called 7i/quantim (that could fpeake 
Englifh) comming vnto vs; wich all expedition provided a 
Horfe-maas coat, of red Cotton, and laced witha flight lace 
fora prefent, that both they and their meifage might be tlie 
more acceptable amongft them. The Meilace was as fol- 
loweth ;.Thac forafmuch as his fubieéts caine often and 
without feare, vpon all occafions amongft vs, fo wee were 
now comevnto him, and in witnetle of the loue and 
good will the Englifh beare vneo him, the Governour hath 
Rent him a coat, defiring thatthe Peace and Amitte that was 
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betweenethem and vs might be continued, not that we fea- 
red them,but becaufe we intended not to iniuse any, deliring 
toliue peaceably : and as ‘with all men, fo efpecially with 
them our neereit neighbours. But whereas his peuple came 
very often,and very many together vnto vs,bringing for the 
molt pare cheir wiues and children with them, they were 
well come; yet we being but ftrangersas yet at Patuxet,alias 
New Plhimmoth, and not knowing how our Corne might 
profper, we could no longer giue them {uch entertainment 
as we had done, and as we defired [till to doezyet if he would 


be pleafed to come himfelfe, or any {peciall friend of his 


defired to fee vs, comming from him they fhould be well- 
come sand to the end wee might know them from others, 
our Governour had fent hima copper Chayne,deliring if a- 
ny Meffenger fhould come from him to vs, wemight know 
him by bringing it with him, and hearken and giue credite 
to his Meifage accordingly. Alfo requelting him chat {uch 
as haue skins, fhould bring thena to vs, and thathe would 
hinder the multitude from opprefling vs with them. And 
whereas at our firftarrivall at Paomet (called by vs Cape Coa) 
we feund there Corne buried in the ground, and finding no 
inhabitants but {ome graves of dead new buryed, tooke the 
Corne, refolving ifever we could heare ofany chat had righe 
thereunto, to make fatisfation to the full for it,yet fince we 
vynderftand the owners thereof were fled for feare of vs, our 
defire was either to pay them with the like quantitie of corne, 
Englifh meale, or any other Commodities we had to plea- 
{ure them withall ; requefting him that {ome one of his men 
might fignifie fo much vnto them, and wee would content 
him for his paines. And laft of all, our Gouernour requefted 
one faveur of him, which was, that he would exchange fome 
oftheir Corne for feede with us, that we might make tryall 

which beft agreed with the foyle where weliue. | 
Withthefe prefents and metfage we fet forward the centh 
Tune, about 9. a clocke in the Morning , our guide refol- 
ving that night co reft at Neama/chet, aT owne vnder Aa/fa~ 
Soyt, and conceived by vs to bee very neere, becaufe the 
H Ine 
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Inhabitants flocked fo thicke vpon every flight oceafion a- 
mongf{tvs: but weefound itto bee fome hiteene Englith 
inyles. On the way wefound fome ten or twelue men wo- 
men and children, which had peftered vs, till wee were wea- 
rie of chem, perceiving that (asthe manner cfthem all is } 
where victuall isealilieit tobe got, there they liue, efpecislly 
in the Summer: by resfon whereof our Bay affording mae 
ny Lobfters,chey refort every {pring tide thither:& now re- 
turned with vs to Namaj/chet. Thicher wecame about 3, .a 
clock afretnowne,the Inhabitants entertaining vs with ioy, 
in che belt mariner they could, giving vs a kinde of bread cal- 
led by them Adaiztxm and the ipawne of Shads, which then 
they got in abundance, in fo muchas they gaue vs fpoones 
to eatethem, withthefethey boyled rrultie Acorns, but 
of the Shada weeateheartily, Atcer this they defired ome of 
our mento fhoote at a Crow , complaining what damage 
they fuftained in their Corne by them, who shooting fome 
fourefcore off and killing, they much admired it, as other 
fhots onother occafions. After this 7s/quantum told ve we 
fhould hardly in one day reach Pakanokick , moving vs to 
goe fome 8, myles further, where we fhould:finde more flore 
and better victuals chen chere : Being willing to haften our 
lourney we went, and came thither at Sunnefe:ting, where 
we foutid many of the Nama/ehescks(xhey {0 caliing she men 
of Namafehet :) fifhing vppon a Ware whichthey had made 
on a River which belonged to them, where they caught .a- 
bundanceof Baile. Thefe welcommed-vealfo , gave vs.of 
their fifh, and we them of our victuals, not doubting but we 
fhould haue enough whereere wecame.. These we lodged 
in the open fieldes : for houfesthey had none, though they 
{pent the molt ofthe Summerthere. The head-of this Rj 
ver is reported to bee not farre from the place of our abode, 
vponit are, and hauebeene many Townes, it being a good 
length. The ground is very sood.on both fides, it being for 
the molt pace cleered : Thoufands of men haye lived there, 
which dyed in a great plague notlong fince :and pitty it was 
andis tofee, fomany goodly fieldes, & fo well feated,with- 
ous 
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cout men to dreifeand manurethe fame. Vppon this River 
dwelleth Afaffafoyt : It commeth into.the Sea.actthe Nar- 
religanfat Bay, where the French men fo muchyfe. A thipp 
may goe many myles vp it,as the Salvages report, anda fhal- 


lop to the head of it 3 but {fo farre as wee faw, .wee are furca. 


Shallop may. 
But to returne to our-Tourney+ Thetiext morning wee 


Brake our faft, cooke our leaue and departed, beibg then ac- 
companied with fome fixe Salvages, having gone about fixe 
mylesby the Riverfide, ata knowne fhole place, it becing 
low water, they {paketo vs to put off our breeches, for wee 
mu(t wadethorow. Heereletame notforgetthe vallour and 
courrage of fome of the Salvages, on. the oppofite fide ofthe 
river, for there wereremaining aliue only 2. men,bothaged, 
efpecially the one being aboue threefcore; Thele two efpy- 
ing acompany of men entring the River, ran very {wiftly & 
low in thegratle to meete vsac the banck, where with fhrill 
voyces and great courage {landing charged vppon vs with 
their bowes, they demaunded what we were, fuprofing vs 
to be enemies, and thinking to take advantage onvs in the 
water : but fecing we weretriends,they welcommed vs with 
fuch foodeas they had, and we beftowed a {mall bracelet of 
Beades on them, -Thusfarre wee are furethe Tide ebs and 
lowes. 

Having here againe refrefhed our {elves we proceeded in 
our Journey, the weather being very horefor travell, yer che 
Country fo well watered . thata man could {carcebe drie,but 
he fhould have a {pring at hand tocoole his thirft,belide final 
Rivers in abundance : But the Salvages will not. willingly 
drinke, but at a {pring head. When weecame toany f{inall 
Brooke where no bridge was, two of them defired to: carry 
vsthrough of their owne accords; alfofearing wee were or 
would be weary, offered to-carry our peeces,alfo ifwewould 
lay offany of our clothes, we fhould traue them carried: and 
as the one 6fthem had found more {peciall kindnetle from 
one ofthe Me(fengers,and the other Salvage fromthe other 
fo they fhewed-their thankéfulnetle accordingly in affor- 
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ding vsall helpe,and furtherance in the lourney. 

As we palled along, we.obferved that there were few pla- 
ces by the River, but had beene inhabited,by reafon where- 
of, much ground was cleare, fave of weedes which grewe 
higher then our heads. There ismuch good Timber both 
Oake, Waltaur-tree, Firre, Beech, and exceeding great 
Cheffnut-trees. The Country in refpect of thelying ot it, is 
both Champanieand hilly, like many placesin England. In 
fome places its very reckie both aboue groundand init: 
And though the Countrey bee. wilde and over-growne 
with woods , yet the trees fland not thicke, but aman miay 
wellride a hoxfe amongit chem. 

Pafling onat length, one ofthe Company an Jndsan efpi- 
ed aman,andtold the reft of it) weasked them if they feared 
any, they told vsthatifthey were Navrroligganfet,men they 
would rot truft them, whereat,we calledtor our peecesand 
bid them nottofeare ; for though they weretwenty; we two 
alone would not care for them : but they hayling him, hee 
prooved a friend,and had onely two wonien withhim:their 
baskets were e:wpty, buc they fetched water in their bortels, 
fo that we dranke with themand departed. After we met a- 
nother man with othertwo woinen, which had beene at 
Randevow by the fale water, and their baskets were full of 
rotted Crab-fifkes, and other dry ed thell fifh, of which they 
gaue vs, and wee cate and dranke withthem: and paueeach 
of the women a {tring of Beades, and departed. 

After wee camerto a Towne of Waffa/oyts,where we eat 
Oyttersand other fifh. From thence we went to Packanokick, 
but Afa{[a/oyt was not at home, there we ftayed, he being fene 
for:when newes was brought of his comming, our guide 77 
guantum requefted that at our meeting,wee would difcharge 
Our peeces, but one of vs going about to-chasge his peece,the 
women and children through feare to fee him take vpp, his 
peece, ram away, and could not bee pscified, till. hee layd ie 
downe againe, who afterward were better informed by our 
Interpreter. 

Mafefoyt being come, wee di{charged our Peeces, and 

faluted 
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faluted him,who after their manner kindly well commed vs, 

and tooke vs into his houfe,and fet vs downe by him,where 

having delivered our forefayd Meilage, and Prefents, and 

having put the Coat on his backe, and the Chayne about his 

necke, hess nota little proud to behold himfelfe, and his 
-men alfo to fee their King {o brauely attyred, 

For anf{were to our Metfage,he told vs we were well- come, 
and he would gladly continue that Peace and Friendthip 
which was betweene him & vs :and for his men they fhould 
no more pefter vs as they had done: Alfo, that he would 
fend to Paomet,and would helpe vs with Corne for feed, ace 
cording to our requeff. 

This being done,his men gathered neere to him,to whom 
he turned himielfe, and made a great Speech ; they fome- 
timeincerpofing, and as it were, confirming and applauding 
him in that he fayd. The meaning whereof was (asfarreas 
wecouldlearne ) thus; Was not he CUMaffafoye Comman- 
der of the Countrey about them?Was not {ucha Townchis 
and the people of it? and fhould they not bring their-skins 
vito vs? To which they an{wered, they were his & would 
be at peace with vs, and bring their skins to vs, After this 
manner, he named at leaft thirtie places, and their anfwere 
was as aforefayd to-every one: fo that as it was delightful, 
it was tedious vnto vs. 

This being ended, he lighted Tobacco for vs, and fell to 
difcourfing of Exgland, & of the Kings Maieftie, marvayling 
that he would live without a wife. Alfo he talked of che 
French- men, bidding vs not to fuffer them tocome to Nar- 
rohigan/et, for it was King 1a me s his Countrey, and he al« 
fo was King 1Ames hisman. Late it grew, but victuals 
he offered none; for indeed. hehad not any, being he came 
fonewly home. Sowe defired to goetoreft : helayd vs on 
the bed wich himfelfe and his wife, they at the one end and 
we at che other, ic being onely plancks layd a foot from the 
ground, andathin Mat vpon them. Twomore of his chiefe 
men for want of roome pretfed by and vpon vs; fo that we 
were worfe weary of our lodging then of curiourney. 
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The next day being Thurfday, manyof their Sachims, 
or petty Governours came to {ee vs, and many of their men 
alfo. There they wene to theie manner of Games for skins 
and kniues. There we challenged them to fhoote with them 
for skins : but they durft not: onely they defired to fee one 
of vs fhoote at a marke, who fhooting with Haile-fhot,they 
wondred fo fee the marke (0 full of holes. About one a 
clocke, Maffa/oyt brought two fifhes that he had thet, they 
were like Breame but threetimes fo bigge, and better meate. 
Thefe being boyled there were at eft fortielooked for fhare 
in them,the moft eate of chem: This meale onely we had in 
two nights and a day, and had notone of vs bought a Par- 
‘ridge, we had taken our Journey fafting s Very importunate 
he was to hauevs {tay with them longer : But wee defired to 
keepe the Sabboth at home : and feared we fhouldeither be 
light-headed for want of fleepe, for what with bad lodging, 
the Savages barbarous finging, (forthey vie to fing them~ 
felues afleepe ) lice and Heas within doores, and Muskeetoes 
without, wee could hardly fleepe all the time of our being 
there ; we much fearing, that if wee fhould {tay any longer, 
we fhoald not be able to recover home for want of flrengch. 
So that on the Fryday morning before Sun-rifing,we tooke 
our leaue and departed, WMaffa/oyt being both grieved and 
afhamed,that he could no becter entercaine vs:and retaining 
Tifquantum to {end from place to place to procure trucke for 
vs:and appointing another, called Tokamahamon in his place, 
whom we had found faichfu!l before and after vpon all oc 
cafions. 

Atthis towne of (Maffa/oyts, where we before eate, wee 
were againe refrefhed witha lice fith’s and bought about a 
handfull of Meale of their parched Corne, which ‘was very 
precious at that time of the yeere,and a {mall {tring of dryed 
fhell-fith,as big as Oylters. The latter we gaue to the fixe 
Savages that accompanied ws, keeping the Meale for our 
felues, when we dranke we eate each af{poonefull of ie with 
a Pipe of Tobacco, in ftead of other viGuals; and ofthis al- 
fq we could not but giue them{o long asitlafted, Fine myles 


they 
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they led vsto ahoufe out ofthe way in hope of victuals: 
but we found no body there, and fo were but worfe able to 
returnc home, That night we scached to the wire where 
welay before, butehe Name{chencks were returned: fo that we 
had no hope of any thing there-Once ofthe Savages had fhot. 
a Shad in the water, anda {mall Squirrill as big asa Rat, cal- 
led a Nenx.s the one halfe of either he gaue vsyand after went 
to the wireto fifh. From hence we wrote to Plimenth, and 
fent Tekamal:amon before to Namasket, willing him from 
thence to fend another, that he might meet vs with food at 
Namasket. Twomen now onely remained with vs, and it 
pleafed God to giue them good {tore of fith, fo that we were. 
wellrefrethed. After fupper we went to reft, and they to 
fithing againe: more they gatand fell to eating a-frefh, and 
retayned fufticient readie roftfor all our break-fafts. About 
two a Clocke in the morning, arofe agreat {torme of wind, 
raine, lightning,and thunder, in fuch violent manner, thac 
we could not keepe in our fire ; and had the Savages not re- 
fted ith when we were afleepe, we had fet forward falting : 
for the raine {till continued with great violence, even the. 
whole day thorow, till wee came within two myles of 


Being wett and weary, at length we came to Namafchet, 
there we'refrethed our felues, giuing giftsto all fuch as had. 
fhewedvs any kfhdnetle, Amongft others one of the fixe 
that came with vs from Packaneksk having beforethis on the 
way vnkindly forfaken vs,marvayled we gaue him nothing, 
andtold vs what he had done for vs; we alfo told him of 
fome difcurtefies he offered vs, whereby he deferved no- 
thing, yet we gauehim a {mall trifle: wherevpon he offered 
vs Tobacco:but the houfebeing full of people,we told them 
hee ftole fone by the way, and if it were ofthat we would 
not take it: For we would not receiue Chat which was {tolne. 
vpon any térmes ; if we did, our God would be angry with 
vs, and deftroy vs. This abafhed him, and gaue the re{t great 
content: but at our departure he would needs carry him on 
his backe thorow a River, whom he had formerly in fomg 

fort 
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fort abufed. Faine they would haue had vs to lodge there 
all night: and wondered we would fet forth againe in 
fuck’ Weather : but Gop be prayfed, wee 
came fafe home that night, though 
wett, weary, and 
furbated,

: al I: being very faire : but ere we had bin long 
£3 | at Sea, there arofe a ftorme of wind and 
3Ze_~' raine, with much lightning and thunder, 
: 38 in fo much that afpout arofe not far from 
gs) 4p! vs:but God be prayled,it dured not long. 
“m= andwe put in that night for Harbour ata 
place, called Cwmnaquid, where wee had fame hope to 
findethe Boy. Two Savages were'in the Boat with vs, the: 
one was 75/qnantum our Interpreter,the other Z chamahamon, 
a {peciall friend, It being night before we came in, we An- 
chored in the middeft of the Bay, where we. were:drie ac @ 
low water. In.che morning we efpied Savages feeking Bob- 
fters, and {ent our ewo Interpretersto fpeake with them,the 
channell being betweene them ; where they teld chem what 
wewere, and for what we were come, willing them not atall 
te feare vs, for we would nochurtthem.. Theiran{were was, 
that the Boy was well, buthe was at Nax/eti; yet (ince wee 
werettere they defired vs to come afhiote & eate with them : 
Which as foone asour Boat Hoated wedid : and went fixe a- 
fore, having foure pledges for them in the Boate. They 
brought vs to their Sachim or Gouernour, whom they call 
Jyanongh, 
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Tyanongh,a man not exceeding twentic-fix yeercs of age, but 
very perlonable, gentle; coprtcous,and fayre‘conditioned. 

indced not like a Savage, faiie for his aséyre 5 his enteregine 
meht was.aniwerable to his parts, aad his cheare plencifull 
and various. 

One thing was very gricuousvnto vs at this place ; There 
w4s.an old wogian; whony Wwe: iudged tabe‘no fT theman 
hundred yeeres old, which came to {ee vs becaule thee-neuer 
faw Englith,yet coyld not beheld vs without breaking forth 
into great paflion, weeping and crying exceffiuely, We de- 
maunding the reafon. of it, they told vs, fhe had three fons, 
who when matter Hune was in chefe parts went abeord his 
Ship to trade with him, and ke carried them Captiues into 
Spaine ( for 7:/qwantwms at that time. was carried away alfo) 
by which meanes fhee was deprived of the comfort of her 
children in her old age. We cold them. we were forry that, 
any Englifh man fhould giue chem that offence, that Haat 
wae-a bad man, and thatall the Englithhac heard of it con- 
demned him for the fame : but for vs we would not offer 
them any fuch iniury, choughit would gaine vs all. che skins 
inghe Countrey. So we gaue her fome {mall trifles, which 
fomewhat appealed her. 

_ After dinner we taoke Boat for Names, Lyanonghagd, two 
af his men accompanying vs, Ere we canig ta Nexet, the 
day aud tyde werealmott fpent, in fo much as we could nat 
goe io with our Shallop : buc che Sachim or, Gevernour of 
Commaqnid went a-fhoreand his.men with him, wealfo fens, 
7 1/quuntum co tell a4 /pinet che Sachimof Naxfer wherefore 
wecaine. The Sauageshere came very thicke amongtt vs, 
andwerecarne(t with vsto bring in our Boate. But we nei- 
ther well cuuld;nor yet defired to doe ir, becaufe we. had 
left caufeto trultthem,heing they onsly had: foxriesly, mada 
an Aifaulc vpon vs inthe fame place, 0 time af ove Winters 
Difcouery for Habitatign. And indksd.totas-rlomatnayle 
they did fo, for: howfoever through: faow, or-ptherwile 
wee faw no: houfes:, . yes wee were in the middoft. of 
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When our boae was 4 giroutid they cathe very thicke, but 
‘wee (lood therein vpon out guard, fot fufferiag any to en- 
ter except cwo: the one being of ‘CMaramoick and one of 
thole, whofe Corne we had tormerly found, we promifed 
him retticution, & delired him eieher to coiné t6 Patwxerlor 
{acisfation, or elfe we would bring chem fo much corné a- 
paine,hee promifed tocome, wee vied hink very kindely for 
the prefenc. Some few skins we gate there but nor many. 

Afcer Sun- fet, ef/piner came with 4 great raine,& broughe 
the boy wich him, one beating him through the water : hee 
had notletiechen an hundred withhim , che halfe whereof 
caine to the Shallop tide vAarmed wich him, the other (tood 
aloofe with cheir bow and arrowes. There he delivered vs 
the boy, behung with beades,and mide peace with vs, wee 
beftowing a knite on him, and likewile on another that firft 
entertained the Boy and brought him thither. So they de- 
parted from vs. 

Here we vader {tood, that the Narrohiganfets had {poyled 
fome of Maffafoyts men, andtaken him. This {trucke fosne 
feareinvs, becaufe the Colony was fo weakely guarded, 
the (trengththereof being abroad: But we fet foortn with 
refolution to make the belt halt home wee could 5 yet the 
winde being contrary, having {carce any frefh water leaft, 
and aclea(t, 16. leagues home,we put in againe forthe fhore. 
There we mecagaine with /yaxcugh the Sachim of Citweaguid, 
and the moft of his Towne, both mén women & children 
with hint.~ Hee being flill willing to gratifie vs, tooke arun- 
let andled our men in the darkea great way for water, bue 
could finde nue good: yet brought fuch as there was on 
his ueckewith chem. In the meane time the womenioyned 
hand in hand, finging aid dancing before the Shallop, the 
men alfo fhewing all the kindues they could, /yaxonzh hina- 
fel“etaking a bracelec from about his necke, and hanging it 
vpon one of<s. 

Againe we fet out but co {mall purpofe: for wee gat but 
lictehonsewar’ ; Our water alfo was very brackifh , and 
not to be drunke. 
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Thenext morning, Jyanexgh e{piedvs againeand ran 
after vs; webeing relolved to goe to Cwmmaquid againe 
to water, tooke him into the Shallop, whofe cntertainement 
was not inferiour vntothe former, 

The foyle at Nau/et and hereis alike, even and fandy, 
not {o good for corne as wherewee are; Shipps may 
fafely ride in eythes harbour, In the Summer, 
they abound with fifh, Being now wa- 
tered, we put forth againe, and by 

Godsprovidence,camefafely — 
home that night.

KIGY. Colak,| that Maffafoyt was put from his Countrey

by the Narrohigganfetrs, Word alfo was 
4a brought vntevs, that one Conbatant a petty 
Sachim or Governour vnder (Wa/fa/oys 
(whom they ever feared to be too conver- 
fant with the Narrohig ganfets ) was at Namafchet, who 
fought to draw the hearts of Afaffafoyts (ubiedts from him, 
Speaking alfo difdainfully of vs, ftorming at the Peace be- 
tweene Naufet, ( ummaquid, and vs, and at Ts/qnantum the 
‘worker of it ; alfo at Tokamabamon, and one Hebbamsock. 
( two Indians or Lemes, one of whichhe would trecheroutly 
haue murdered alittle before, being a {peciall and trufty man 
of Atffafoyts ) Tokamahamen went to him, but the other two 
would not ; yet put their liuesin their hands, privately wene 
to fee if they could heare of their King, and edging at Na- 
mafchet were difcouered to { onbatant, who fet a guard to be- 
fet the houfe and tooke 74/guantum (for he had fayd, if he 
were dead, the Englifh had loft their tongue ) Hobbamock {een 
ing that 7+/quantum was taken, and Coxbatant held aknife 
at his brea(t, being a ftrong and ftout man, brake from them 
and came to New-Plimmonth, full of feare and forrow for 


7i/quantum, whoin he thought to be flaine. 
I 3 Vpone 
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Vpon this Newes the Company ailembled together, and 
réfolued on the Motrow to fendten men armed to Nama/~ 
chet and Hbbamock for their guide, to reuenge the {uppoied 
death of Ti/quantam on Conbatant our bitter Enemy, and to 
retaine Nepeof, another Sachim er Goverfioar, who was 
of this contederacy, till we heard,what was become of our 
friend Maffa/oyt. 

On the morrow we fet out ten men Armed, who tooke 
cheir iourney as aforefayd, but the day proved very wett. 


‘When wee {uppofed we were within three or foure myles 


of Namafchet, we went out ofthe way and tlayed there till 
night, becaufe we would not be difcouered. There we con- 
{ulted what to doce, and thinking beit to beiet the houte at 
mid-night, each was appointed his taske by the Capraine, 
all men incouraging one another, to the vemott of their 
power. 

By hight our guide loft his way, which much difcoura- 
ged our men ,being we were wet, and weary of our armes: 

ut one of our men having beene before at Nama/chee 
brought vs into the way againe. 

Before we cameto the Towne we fat downeand atefuch 
as our Kuapfacke atfoorded, that being done, wee threw 
then alide, and all {uch things as might hinder vs, and fo 
weaton and befet che houle, according to our laft refolu- 
tion. Thofethat entred, demaunded if Combatant werenot 
chere: but feare had bereft the Savagesof{peech. We char- 
ged them not to {tirre, for if Coxbatant were not there, we 
would not meddle with them, if he were, we cameprincipal- 
ly for him, to be auenged on him for the fuppofed death of 
J 1(guantum, and other matters: buc howfoeuer wee would 
not at all hurc cheir women, or children. Netwithitanding 
fome of them preffed out at a priuate doore and efcaped, 
bue with fome wounds: Ac length perceiuing our pringipall 
ends, they told vs Combatant was returned with all his traine, 
and that 74/qsantum was yetliving,and in thecowne offering 
{ome Tobacco, other fuchas they had to eate. In this hurley 
burley we difcharged two Peeces atrandome, which much 


terrified

terrified all che Inhabitants, except Ziquantans and Tehama 
bamon, who tbeugh they kaew not our.end in: comming, 

et atfured chem of our‘honefly, that we would not furt 
them. Thofe boyesthat were in the houfe feeing our care of 
women, often cryed Nees /quaes; that is-co-fay, Lam a Wo- 
man: the \Vomen allo hanging vpon Hobbameck, calling 
hia Zowam, that is, Friend. Butto be fhort, we kept them 
we had, aud made them make a fire that we might fee to 
fearchthe houfe. In the meane time, Hobbameck gat on the 
top of the houfe, and called 7s/quantums and Tokamahamon, 
which came vito vs accompanied wich others, jome armed 
and others naked, Thofethat had Bowes and Arrowes we 
tooke them away, promifing them againe when it was day. 
The houfe we tooke for our better fafegard : but releafed 
thofe we had taken, manitefting whom we came for and 
wherefore, 

On the next morning we marched into the middeft of 
the Towne, and went to the houfe of 7#/gsantum to break- 
faft. Thither came all whofe hearts were vpright towardes. 
vs, but all Coxbarants faction were fled away. There inthe 
middeft of them we manifelted againe our intendment, 
affuring them, -that although Conbatant--had-now. 
vs, yet there was no place fhould fecure him and his fromvs 
ifhe contéhued his threatning vs, and prouoking others a- 
gainft vs, who hadkindly entertained him, and neuer in- 
tendedeuill towards him till he now {0 iuftly deferued iz. 
Moreover, if (Maffafoyt did not returne in fafetie from. 
Narrohigganfet, or if hereafter he fhould makeany infurrec- 
tion again{t him, or offer violence to Ti/quantum, Hobba- 
mock, of any of (Maffafoyts Subiedts, we would revenge 
it vpon him, to the ouer-throw of him and his. As for 
thofe were wounded, we were forry for it, though them- 
felucs procured it in not ftaying in the houfe at our com- 
mar : yet if they would returne homewith vs,our Surgeon. 
fhould heale them. 

Acthis offer, one man and awoman that were wounded 
went home with vs, 7s/g:staws and many other knowne 
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friends accompanying vs, and offering all helpe that 
might be by carriage of any thing wee had to eafe 
vs. Sothat by Gods good Providence wee 
{afely returned home the morrow 
night after we fet forth.

We fet out about mid-night, the tyde then ferning for v3.5 
we fuppofing it to be necrer then it is, thought to be there 
the next morning betimes: buc it proued well neere twentie 
Leagues from New Phimsmonth, | 

¢ camcinco the bottome of the Bay, but being late wee 
anchored and lay in the Shallop,nothauing feene any of the 
people. The next morning we put in for the fhore. There 
we found many Lobfters that had beene gathered cogether 
by the Saluages, which we made ready vnder a cliffe. The 
Captaine fet two Sentinels behind the cliffe to the landward 
to fecure the Shallop, and taking a guide with him,and foute 
of our company, went to feeke che Inhabitants, where they 
met a woman comming for her Lobfters, tirey told her of 
thema, and contented her for them. She told them where the 
people were 5 7i/quantum went to them, the reft returned, 
hauing direCtion which way to bring the Shallop to them. 

The Sachim, or Gouernour of this place, is called O6b4- 
tinewat, and though heliue in the bottome of the Aa{achu- 
fet bay, yet he is vnder Waffafoyt. He vied vs very kindly; 
he told vs, he-durft_ not then remaine in any fetled place, 
for feare of the Zarentines, Alfo the Squa Sachin, or Maffa- 

sbufers Queene wasan enemy to him, w 
K é 
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Wetold himof diuers Sa¢hims that had acknowledged 
‘themfeluesto be King 4 A mz’s hismen, and if heal{o would 
fubmichimfelfejwe would be-his fafegard from his enemies 5. 
which he did, and went along with vs to bring-vs to the 
Sqna Sachin: Againe we ctolled the Bay whichis very large, 
and hath at left fiftie Ilands in tt: but the cercaine number is 
not knovenc 6 the Inhabitants, Night ic was before wee 
came to that fide of the Bay where this peyple were.On fhore

‘“On the morrow we wentafhore,all buc wo men,and mar- 
thed in Armes'vp ‘in the Countrey. Hauing gone three 
tpyles, we cameto a place where, Corne had beene newly 
gathered, ahoufe pulled downe, and the people gone. A 


mylefromhence, Nasepafbemet their King in his life time 


had lived. His houfe was notlike others, buta {catfold was 


‘rgely built, with pools and plancks fome fix foote from 


ground, and thehoufe vpon that, being fituaced on the top 
of ahill. 

Not farre from hence in a bottome, wee came-to a Fort 
buile by their deceafed King ,the manner thus 5: There were. 
pools foe thirtie or fortie footelong, flucke in the ground 


as thicke as they could be fet one by another, andwith thefe 
‘they inclofed a ring fomeforty or fifty foote ouer.A trench 
breaft high was digged on each fide ; one way there was to 
‘goe into it witha bridge;in the midft of this Pallizado ftoed 


the frame of an houfe, wherein being dead he lay buryed, 
About a mylefrom fence, we camie to fuch another, but 
{eated on thetop of an hill: here Nanepafbenet was killed, 


‘none dwelling’in it fincethe time of his death. Acthis place 


we flayed, and{ent two Saluages toluoke the Inhabitants, 
and to informe them of our ends in comming,’ that-chey 
might not be fearefull of vs : Within a myle of this place 
they feund che women of the place together, with their 
Corne on heapes, whither we fuppofed them to be - fled for 

cy had 
newly pulled:downe theirhoufes; and forhatt: in hers 
had left fome of their Corne eourered witha Mat, and no bo- 
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With much feare they entertained vs at firft, but feeing 
our gentle carriage cowards them, they tooke heart and en- 
cereained ve in the beft manner. they..could,. beyling Cod 
and fuch other things as they had tor vs. Ac lengch with 
much fending for came one = their vest op ea 
bling for feare. But when he.faw we intended them no hurt, 
bur se tc trucke, he prorifed vs his skihsalfo, Of hint we 
enquired for their Queene, but it feemed fhee was far from 
thence, at left we could not fee her. ee 

Here 7s/quantuzs would haue had vs rifled the Saluage wo- 
men, and taken theirskins, and all fuch chihgs es‘might be 
{eruiceable for vs; for ( fayd he-) they: are a bad people, and 
haue oft threatned you: But our anfwere was; Were they 
neuer fo bad, we would not wrong them, or giuethem any 
juft occafion againft vs : for-their words we litde weighed 
them, bit ifthey once attemptedany thing egatnft vs, then 
we.would deale far worfe then he delired. 

_Hauing well {pene the day, we returned tothe Shallop, 
almoft all che Women accompanying vs, to trucke, who 
fold their coats from their baekes, and tyed boughes about 
them, but with great .fhamefaftneile ( for indeed. they are 
more mgde(tthen fome of-out Englith women ate ) we pros 
mifed them técomme dpaine co chem, and they vs, to keepe 
theicskins. 7 

‘Within this Bay, the Salvages fay, there are two. Riuers s 
the.one whereof we faw, hauing a faire entrance, hut we had 
no timeto difcouer it. Bewer-hatbousefor, shipping cannot 
be -then fhiere-are,. .At the: entranice, af the Bay are man 
Rockes and in all likelihood very good filhing sa 
Many, yea, moft of the lands haue beene inhabited, fome 
‘being cleered from end to end, but the pegple are all dead, 
orremoued, 

Our sictuall. growing fear¢e, the Winde, camming 

fayre, and hauing alight Moone, we fetout at 
euening, and through the goodnelie of 
‘Go pb, came fafely home be- 
fore noone the day ?

We fer the 
lait Spring fome twentie Acres of /ndéan Corne, and {owed 
fomefix Acres ofBarly && Peafe, and atcording: tothe mans 
ner of the /ndians, we manured our ground with Heringsot 
rather Shadds, ‘which we havein great abvitidancé, and rake 
with_greatieaat our doore$ Our Corne did prove well, & 

God be prayfed, -we had agood increafe of:/ndiansCorne, 

and our Barly indifferent good, but our Péafe net worth the 

eathering, for wefeared they ‘were téd-late fowne, they 
ame vp very well, and blotfomed, but the Sunne age 
cm. 
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chem in the bloffome; our harveft being gotten in,eur Go- 


vernour fent foure-men on fowling, that{o we might after. 
amore {peciall manner reiuyce together, after we had ga- 


thered the fruit of our labours ; they fourein ene day killed 
a3 much fowle, as witha little helpe befide, ferved the Com- 


pany almoft a wecke, ac which time among (lt other Recrea- 


tions, we exerciled our Armes, many of the /ndians coming 
sinongit vs, and amongitthereft their greate(t King Afa{a- 
Joyt, with {ome nintie men, whom for three dayes we enter- 
cainedand feaited. and they went out andk lled fiue Deere, 
which they brought to the Plantation and beftowed on our 
Governour, andvpon the Captaine, and others. And al- 
though it be not alwayes fo plencifull, as it was at this time 
with vs, yet by the goodnetle of God, weare fe farre from 
want, that we often wifh you partakers of our plentie. Wee 
haue found the Indians very taithfull in their Covenant of 
Peace withvs ; very louing and readie to pleafure vs: we of- 
ten goe to them, and they come to vs ; fome of vs haue bin 
G tie myles by Land in the Country wichthem;theoccafions 
arid Relations whereof.you thall vndeftand by our general! 
and morefull Declaration of {ach things as are worth the 
noting, yea, it hath pleafed God fo.to foileile the Zadsans. 
with a feare of vs,and loue vnto vs,that not onely the grea- 


ceft King amongft them called. Waffa/eye, but alfo all the. 


Princes and peoples round about vs, haue either made fute 
vntovs, or beene glad of any ocesfon to make peace with, 
vs; fo'thae feauen of chem at oncehaue fenttheit meflengers. 
to'vsto that end, yea,an Fleat fea,which we neuer faw hath. 
alfo cogether with the former yeelded willingly to be vnder 
the protection, and fubiedts to our foueraigne Lord King 
Tames, fothatthere is now great peace amongit the /wdsaxs: 
themfelues, which was not formerly neither would hane bin 
but for vss and we for our parts walke as peaceably and 
fafely in the wood, as inthe hie-wayes in England, we entet- 
taine them familiarly in our houfes, and they as friendly be- 
Rowing their Venifon on vs. They are a people withouc 
any Religion, or knowledge of any God, yet very truftie, 
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quicke ofapprehenfion, ripe witted, iuft, che men and wo- 
men goe naked, onely a skin about their middles; for the 
‘temper of the ayre, here it agreeth well with chacin Exgland,. 
and if there beany difference at all,this is fomewhar hotter in 
Summer, fome thinke it to becolderin Winter, but I can- 
not out of experience fo fay ; the ayre is very cleereand not 
foggie, as hath beene reported. I neuer in my life remember 
a more feafonable yeare, then we have here enioyed: andif. 
we haue once but Kine, Horfes, and Sheepe, I make no que- 
ftion, but men might liue as contented here, as in any parcof 
the world. For fifth and fowle,we haue great abundance, frefla 
Codd in the Summer is but courfe meat with vs, our Bay is 
full of Lob{tersall the Summer, and affordeth yarietié of o- 
ther Fith ; in September we can takea Hogthead of Eeles in 
a night, with {mall labour, & can dig them out of their beds, 
all che Winterwe haue Muflells and Ochus at, our doores 
Oyfters we haue mone ncere, but we can hauc chem brought 
by the Indsaws when we will ; all the Spring time the earth 
fendeth forth naturally very good Sallet Herbs: here are 
Grapes, white and red, and very {weete and flrong alfo. 
Strawberies, Goofeberies, Rafpas,&c. Plums of three forts, 
with blacke and red, being almoft as goud as a Damfen: a- 
bundance of Rofes, white, red, and damask : lingle,but very. 
{weet indeed ; the Countrey wanteth onely indultrious men. 
toimploy, for it would grieue your hearts (ifas 1 ) you had 
feene fo many myles together by goodly Riuers vninhabi- 
ted, and withall to conlider thofe parts of the world where- 
in you liue,to be euen greatly burthened withabundance ok 
people, Thefethings I thought good to let you vnderftand, 
being the truth of thingsas nere as I could experimentally, 
take knowledge of, and that you might on ous behalfe giue 
God thankes who hath delet fofauourably withvs, 
Our fupply ofmen from youcame the ninch of November 
1621. putting in at Cape Cod, fomecight or ten leagues 
from vs, the /ndians that dwell chereabout were they who 
were owners of the Corne which we found in Caues, for 


, Which we haue giuen them full content, and aye in great 
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league with them, they fent vs'word there was a thip nere 
ynto them, but chought it co bea French man, and indeede 
for our felues, weexpedted not a friend fofoone. But when 
we perceived that fhe made for our Bay,the Gouernor com 
mandéd a great Peece to be fhot off,to call home {uch as were 
abroad at worke; whereupon ecuery man, yea, boy chae 
could handlea Gun were readie, with full refolution, that if 
the were an Enemy, we would ftand in our iuft defence, not 
fearing them, but God provided better for vsthen we fup- 
pofed ; thefe came allin healch vnto vs, notany being ficke 
by the way( otherwife then by Sea ficknefle ) and fo conti- 
nue at this time, by che bleffing of God, the good wife Ford 
was deliuered of afonne the firft night fhee landed,and both 
‘ofthem afe very well, When it pleafeth God, we are ferled 
and fitted for the fifhing bufines,and other trading, I dcube 
not but by the blefling of God, the gayne will giue content 
to all ; in the meane time, that we have gotten we haue fent 
by this fhip,and choughic be not much, yet it will witnetle 
for vs, that we have not beene idle, confidering the {mall 
neife of our number all chis Summer. We hope the Mar- 
chants will accept of it, and be incouraged to furnifh vs 
with things needfull for further imployment, which will 
alfo incouragevs to put forth our felues to the vetermoft. 
Now beedufe Lexpéct your comming vnto vs with other of 
our friends, whole companie we much defire, I thoughe 
good to aduertifeyou of a few things needful; be carefull 
to hauea very good bread-roome to put your Biskets in, 
lee your Cask for Beere and Water be Iron-bound for: the 
firft ryre if not more ; let not your meat be drie falted, none 
can better doe it then the Saylers ; let your meale be fo hard, 
troddin your Cask that you thallneed an Ads or Hatchet 
to worke it out with : Truft not too much on vs for Corne 
at this time, for by reafon of this la(t company, that came, 
depending wholyvpon vs, we fhall haue little enough till 
harueft ; be carefull to come by fome of your mealeto {pend 
by the way, it will much refreth you, build your Cabbins as 


openas youcan, and bring good ftore of clothes, and bed-.. 
ing 
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ing with you ; bring euery man a Musket or fowling Peece, 
let your Peeee belong in the barrell,and feare not the waight 
of it, for moft of our {hooting is from Stands ; bring iuyce 
of Lemons, and cake it fafting,icis of good vie 5 for het wa- 
ters, Anni-feed water is the beft, but vie it {paringly : if you 
bring any thing for comfort in the Country, Butter or Sal- 
let oyle,or bothis very good; our /ndias Corne even the 
courfeft, maketh as pleafant meat as Rice, therefore {pare that 
vnlefle to {pend by the way ; bring Paper,.and Linced oyle 
for your Windowes, with Cotton yarne for your Lamps;

Andalthough the moi che oppofites are fuch as either 
dreame of raifing their fortunes here; to that then which 
there is nothing more valike, or fuch as affecting their 
home-bornecountrey fo vehemently, as that they had ra- 
ther with all their friends begge, vea {tarue in it, then vnder- 
goea little difticultiein feeking abroad ; yetare there fome 
who out of doubt in tenderne(feof confcience, and feare to 
offend God by renning before they be talled, are f{traitned 
and doe {traiten others, fret: going to forraine plantations. 

For whofe caufe efpecially, I haue beene drawne out of 
my good affeCtion to them, to publifa fome reafons thac

day of pleafure, nor an houre of reft to further the know- 
ledgeand faluation of the fons of Adam in that New world, 
wherea drop of the knowledge of Chrift is moft precious, 
whichis here not fet by.

fus, and reft in peace with him for euer. 

Secondly, this compofition is alfo more particular and 
applicatorie,as touching our felues there inhabiting the Em- 
ptrour by aioynt confent,hath promiled and appointed vs to 
liue at peace, where we will inall his dominions, taking what 
place we will,andas much land as we will, and bringing as 
many people as we will, and that for thefetwocaufes, Firlt, 
becaule we arethe feruants of ames King of England, whole 
the land (ashe confetfeth) is, 2. becaufehe hath found vs 
iuft,boneft, kinde and peaceable,and fo loues our company;

It being then firftavalt and emptie Chaos : Secondly-ac- 
knowledged the right of our Soueraigne King : Thirdly, by 
a peaceable compotition in part potfetfed of diuers of his lo- 
uing fubiects, Ife not whocan doubt or call in queftion the 
laxfulnefTe of inhabiting or dwelling there, but that ic 
nay beas lawful for fuch as arenot tied vpon fome fpeciall 
occafion here,to liue there aswell as here, yea, and as the 
enzernrife is weightie and difficult, fo che honour is more 
worthy, to planta rude wilderneiig, to enlarge the honour 
and fame of cur dread Soueraigne, bur chiefly todifplaie the 
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efficacie & power of theGofpeli both in zealous preaching, 
srofelling, and wife walking vnder.ic,before the faces of thefe 
poore blinde Infidels. 

As for fuch as obiect the tedioufnelfe of the voyage thi- 
ther, che danger of Pirats robberie, of the fauagestrecherie, 
&c. thefe are byt Lyons in the way, and it were well for fuch 
men if they werein heauen,for who can fhewthem a place in 
this world where iniquiticthall not compaife chem at the 
heeles, and where they fhall haueaday withour griefe, or 3 
leafe of life for amoment ; and who can tell but God, what 
dangers may lie at our doores, even in our native countric,or 
what plots may be abroad ,or when God will caufe our funné 
to goedowne at noone daies, and in the midft of our peace 
and fecuritie, Jay vpon vs fome lafting fcourge for our fo 
long neglect and contempt of his moft glorious Gofpell. 

But we hauc here great peace, plentie of the Gofpell, and 
many {weet delights and varietic of comforts. 

True indeed,and farce be it from vsto denie and diminith 
the leaft of thefe mercies, but haue we rendered ynto God 
thankfull obedience for this long peace,whilft other peoples 
haue beene at wars? haue wenot rather murmured, repined, 
and fallen aciars amongft our felues, whilft our peace hath 
Jafted with forraigne power?was there euer more (uits in laws 
more enuie, contempt and reproch then now adaies? Abra- 
ham and Let departed afunder when there fell a breach be- 
twixt them, which was occafioned by the flraightnetle of the 
Jand: and furely I am perfwaded, that howfoeuer the frailties 
of men are principall in all contentions, yetthe ftraitnes of 
the place is fuch, as each man is faine to plucke his meanes as 
it were out of his neighbours throat, there is fuch preffing 
and oppreffing in towne and countrie,about Farmes, trades, 
traffique,&c, fo asa man can hardly any where fet vp a trade 
but hefhall pull downe two of his neighbours, 

The Townes abound with young tradef-men, and the 
Hofpitals are full of the Auncient,the country is replenithed 
with new Farmers, and the Almef-houfes are filled witb old 
Labourers, many there are who get their liuing with bearing 
burdens, but moe are faine to burden the land with their 


whole 
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whole bodies: miuleicudes get their meanes of life by prating, 
and fo doe numbers more by begging, Neither come thefe 
{traits vpoo men alwaies through intemperancy, ill husban- 
dry,indifcretion, &c. asfomethioke, but euen the moft 
wile, fober, and difcreet men, goe often to the wall, when 
they haue done their beft, wherein as Gods providence {wai-. 
eth all, fo itis eafie to fee, that the ftrairneffe of the place ha- 
uing init fomany ftrait hearts, cannot but produce fuch ef- 
fe&s moreand more, {fo as euery indifferent minded man 
fhould beready to fay with Father Abraham, Take thon the 
right baud, and I will take tie lefe : Let vs not thus opprefle,. 
ftraiten, and afflict one another, but feeing there is a{patious 
Land, the way to which is thorow the fea, wee willend this 
differenceia a day. 

That I {peake nothing about the. bitter contention that 
hath beeneabour Religion, by writing, difputing, and in-. 
ucighing earneltly one againft another, the heat of which 
zeale if it were turned againft the rude barbarifme of the 
Freathens,.it might doe more good in aday, then it hath 
done here in many yearcs. Neither of the little loue ro the 
Gofpell, and profit which is made by the Preachers in moft 
places, which might eafily driue the zealous to the Heathens 
whono doubt if they had buta drep of that knowledge 
which bere flieth about the {treetes, would be filled with ex- 
ceeding greatioy and gladneffe, as that they would even 
plucke thekingdome of heauen by violence, and take ict as it 
were by force. 

The greareft let that is yet behinde is the {weet fellowship The lattlew 
of friends, and the fatietie of bodily delights, 

But can there be twoneerer friends almoft then Abraham 
and Lot, or chen Pas/and Barnabas,and yet vpon as little oc- 
cafions as we haue beere,they departed afunder,two of them 
being Patriarches of the Church of old ; theother the Apo- 
{tles of the Church which is new, and theie covenants were 
Such as it feemeth might binde as much as any couenant be- 
eweene men at this day, and yet to auoid greater inconue- 
niences they departed afunder, 

Neither mult men take fo much thought for the fleth,as not : 
to 
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to be pleafed except they can pamper their bodies with varie- 
ty of dainties. Natureis content with litele, and health is 
much endangered, by mixtures vpon the ftomach: The de- 
lights of the palate doe often inflame the vitall parts: as the 
tongue fetteth afire rhe whole body. Secondly,varieties here. 
are not common toall, but many good men are glad to fnap 
atacruft, Therent taker Jiues on {weet morfels,but the rene 
payer eatsa driecruft often with watery cies': andit is no- 
thing to fay what (ome one of a hundreth hath,but what the 
bulke,body and cominalty hath,which I warrant you is thort 
enough. 

And they alfo which now liue fo {weetly, hardly will their 
children attaine to that priuiledge,but {ome circumuentor or 
other will outftrip them, and make them fit inthe duft, to 
which men are brought in one age, but cannot get out of it 
againe in 7. generations. | 

To conclude, without all partialitie, the prefent confump- 
tion which growethvpon vshere, whilft theland groaneth 
ynder fo many clofe-fifted and vnmercifull men, being com- 
pared withthe eafineife, plaineneffe and plentifulnetie in li- 
uing inthofe remote places, may quickly perfwade any man 
toa liking of this courfe,and to practife a remoual,which be- 
ing doneby honeft, golly and induftrious men, they thall 
there be right hartily welcome, ‘but for other of diffolute and 
prophane lite, their roomes are better then theic companies; 
forif here wherethe Gofpell hath beene fo long and plenti- 
fully taught, they are yet frequent in fuch vices as the Hea- 
then would fhametofpeakeof, what willthey be when there 
is leffereftraint in word and deed? My onely {ute to allmen 
is, chat whether they liue there or here, they would learneto 
vie this world as they vied ie not, keeping faith and agood 
confcience,both with God and men, that when the day of 
account (hall come, they may come forthas good and fruit. 
full feruants, and freely be receiued, and enter into theioy of 
their matter. :
